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INTRODUCTION.

The SthavirSvalloarita, i.e., the Lives of thejaina Patri- 
archs^ by Hemaoandra is, as its other and more^ frequently, 
used title PariSi^ta Parvan indicates, the Appendix or continue- < 
tion of the same author's great work in ten parvans, containing 
about 34,000 slokas, on the Hagiology of the Jainas, the 
Triwy‘<^l&h&puru 9 acarita. The sixty-three Mdkdpurums are , 
the great personages, divine or human, who, according to the 
belief of the Jainas, have, since the present order of things, , 
risen in the history of the world, and directed or influenced 
its course ; they comprise the tw'enty-four Tlcthahafas or pro- 
phets, the twelve Cakravartins or universal monarchs, the nine 
Vftsudevas, the nine Baladevas, and the nine Prativ&sudevas. 

Both ^vet&mbaras and Digambaras have written works on 
the history of those 63 mahapurnaas tiown to the Nirvftpa 
of the last Tirthakara Mah&vira. Only two authors, both 
^vetSmbaras, have continued the history of the Jaina Church 
beyond that point, and have added an account ot the psttri- 
archs who came after Mahfivlra, viz. (1) Hemacandra in tl^ 
ParWiste Parvan, and (2) Bhadre^vara in the last part of the ^ 
Kathftvall, a huge work in Prakfft prose, 4n tfccount of ^hioh 
will be given in the sequel. 

The Sthavirftvallcarita is a legendary history of the patri- 
archs from Jambu down to Vajj^ena, i.e., a series of historical 
leglinds about them, arrangei^ ill^ chAnological order. Here 
two questions may^ be raised^ (1) which were the sources that 
fumifihed Hemacandra with the materials for his narrative; 

(!2) can the historical foundation of the legendary history of the 
patriarchs be established on independent evklence ?

• Thi sot^BOBS or THE Stha^IvalIcabita. 

What I have to Akj on this head, I almost entirely owe 
to my friend Prof. E. Leumnn who has i^thorough knowle^ 
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of the Legendary Literature of the SyetSmbaras. * He had 
already contributed the account of the sources of Jhe Sthavirfi* 
vallcarita in the Preface/of the first edition, and has kindly 
revised and augmented his contributions for the second edition# 
I avail m 3 «ielf of this opportunity to give expression to my 
sincere gl'atitude for his untiring assistance. 

• Before entering on the detailed analysis of the Sthavirfi- 
vallcarita, I premise a brief survey of the literary works on 
which it is based. 

Religious teachers were wont to enliven their sermons, 
and to illustrate their doctrines, by apologues and legends. 
When reduced to writing such tales gave rise to what may 
be called the Hath5,naka-Literature, part of which formed the 
stories of the |)atriarchs and other famous persons, believed 
to have contributed to the development of the church after 
Mahftvira’s Nirvflna. These stories are scarcely ever alluded to 
in the Sutra itself, bift frequently in the Niryukti belonging 
to it. There are ten Sutras to which Bhadrabfthu, a late 
namesake, of the .sixth patriarch, has written Niryuktis, i.e., 
^systematical expositions of the subject of the Sutra to which 
^ey belong. The Niryuktis frequently mention the stories in 
. (luestion, but as a rule offer but a mere summary or a few 
details of them* wliile the ^acher is supposed to be well 
acquainted with^them. A more detailed account of tte stories 
is contained in the Prakrit commentaries on the Sutras and 
Niryuktis, called Curnis, and a still further developed account 
of the same in the TikSs which explain the Niryuktis and 
freely make use of the text of tjie Curnis. Hemacandra has 
laid under contribution chiefly Haribhadra’s pka on the ^vas* 
yaka Sutra, and, in a less degree, that on the Dakvaik&lika 
Sutya by the same*author,— Somewhat different is the literary 
aspect in the NUltha-, Kalpa-, Vyavahara-, and Vi^sftvasyaka- 
^fetras. To these Sutras^ also belong Curnis, which, however, 
are very voluminous works, written in gfithSs, . and tshorter 
BhSs/as by individual authors. Leaviii^ the last name^ works 
ou( of account, it can be said that* tfiere are practically four 
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layers of*the Kathftnaka Literature : (1) Sutras, (2) Niryuktis, 
(3) Curnis, ( 4 ) Tlk&s. It should, however, be mentioned that 
between Nos. 2 and 3 there has takentplace some kind of inter- 
mixture. The subject is too complex to be explained here. 
The reader is, therefore, referred to the original papers of Prof. 
Leumann in Z.D.M.G., XLVI, p. 588-592; “Dio A^vasyaka 
Erzahlungen” in Abhandlungen Z.K.D.M., 1897 ; and of Proi 
Weber in Sacred Literature of the Jainas, p. 127.-- 

Tl^e dates within w hich the KathSnaka Literature has 
been developed, can be fixed almost with certitude. For the 
beginning of that period is marked by the Niryuktis, and the 
end by Haribhadra’s Tika. 

The author of the Niryuktis Bhadrabfthi^ ts identified by 
the Jainas with the patriarch of that name who died 170 A.V.‘ 
There can bo no doubt that they are mistaken. For the 
account of the seven schisms {ninhaga) in the Ava^yaka 
Niryukti VIII 58-100 must have been wtitten lietwoen 584 and 
809 of the Vira Era. These are the tlatos of the 7th and 
8th schisms, of which only the former is mentioned in the 
Niryukti.* It is, therefore, certain that the ‘Niryukti was 
composed b e f o r e the 8th schism 609 A.V. The dates* 
.584 and 809 A.V. correspond to 57 and 82 A,D. on assuming 
the traditional date of the Nirrtna 527 B.f/*, or to 117 and 
142 A.^. if the corrected date of the NirvAna 477 ll!C. is 
adopted. The rise of the Kathftnaka LiteAture, therefore, 
may be placed about the end of the first century A.D. Its end 
is indicatecl by the time of Haribhadra who lived about 
750 A.D. For Haribhadra wrote Tikfts on the Avasyaka 
and other Sutras and Niryuktis ; and the Tikfts form, as s^ted 
above, the fourth and last layer of the Kathftnaka Literature. 

Besides the Curnis and Tikfts Hemacandra drew upon 
the V a 8 u d e V a h i n d i,’* a huge wofk in Prakrit prose

s TlM*5r8t paH of tiiis work has been edited by Catursvijaya and 
Pn^yavijaya in the ^rl-Aimft-nanda-JainagranthBratnamftla in 1930. 
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abqut Vasudeva, Krsna, etc. As pFof. Leumann informs me, 
the Curni dh AvaSy. VIII 161, 3 mentions the Vasudevahin^i 
as its source of th^ stor/ of Prasannacandra and Valkalaclrin.^ 
The date of the Vasudevahindi is not known. At any rate 
it cannot *be later than the sixth century A.D., if we allow 
an interval of no more than a century between it and the 
Curnis, and as much Ixjtween them and Haribhadra. 

I now proceed to reproduce, in tabular form, Prof. 
Leumann’s analysis of the contents of the Pari^is^ •Parvan 
with reference to the sources drawn upon by Hemacandra, 
whose narrative in the first three sargas is modelled on the 
extensive introduction ^ of the Vasuclevahindi ; of the 13 
stories of tthd* latter (indicated in the synoptic table by 
Roman numbers) some are reproduced by Hemacandra. In 
the remaining part of his work he took the materials for it 
from several works of the Kathfinaka Literature as stated 
in the Synoptic Table.*

The preceding table shows, at a glance, that the substance 
of Hemacandra’s SthavirAvallcarita is almost entirely derived 
from old sources. *Of some stories, however, the original 
version has not yet been found, e.g., of the tales 4, 8-10, 12-17 
in cantos 'H and III ; Prof. l.,eumann is of opinion that the

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report oi Jambu’s ordination in III 276>292, and of bia 
instruction by Sudharman in IV 1-61 has freely been invented 
by Hemaoantira, this may also be true with re^rd to some 
minor details and the matter of single jrerses. But, on the 
whole, his narrative is a faithful representation of the originals, 
and may be compared with them almost verse by* vej:8e. In 
illustration hereof I reproduce, in the footnote on the pre- 
vious page, Prof. Leumann’s comparison of the text of thft 
Avadyaka Kath&naka with Pari^ista Parvan XIII 190-203. 

The idea of constructing a continuous history of the patri- 
archs by combining the KathUnakas about them was probably 
suggested by the Curni of the Avai^^’aka itself. For the KathA • 
nakas related in Av. VIII 41-4t> pres^jnt one complete |wriod, 
viz., that of Vajra, Aryarak^ita, Phalguraksita*, anH Vajrasena, 
the subject of Sthaviravalicarita XII and XIII. Following up 
this preceflent the next step was no doubt to collect and put 
together the KathSnakas of the remainipg i>eriods from Jambii 
down to Vajra. The collection of the materials for the wholy 
history of the patriarchates was achieved, probably for the 
first time, by BhadrcAvara. 

On BhadreAmra^it Knhdmli. 

I have already state<l in the^beginning,of the Introduction 
that Bhadre^vara’s KaliAvall relates, like Hemacandra’s^Tri- 
sastisalakapurusacarita, the history of the 63 mnhnpurnms, and 
that its continuation is something like the Parisi^ta Parvan of 
Hemacandra. But Bhadre^vara’s parisista parvan, if 1 may 
call it so, goes beyoiul what is contained in Hemacandra’s work ; 
it includes also the lives <ff a number of famous teacjiers 
(kndwn afterwards as YugapradhAnas) from Kalaka down to 
Haribhadra (Bhavaviraha). 

The only MS. of the Kahavalf which* has come to Kght 
is written on 302 palm-leaves, and was finislipd in Sain vat 1^9 
(the last cipher is broken off). It is very'nicely written, but is 
faulty to^such a degree that it is frequently rtnpossible to make 
out the meaning of tha <x>ntext. The last 64 leaves (xjntain 
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tUb pariiisto parvan, a rotograph of which 1 owe to ithe kind- 
nes»of Mr. K. P. Mody of Ahmedabad. At the end of the text 
occurs the fo'ilowing couple of gftthfis : *

Our MS. contafcs only the first paricckeda as stated in the 
second gSthS; the second paricckeda dealt perhaps like the 
Prabhftvakacarita, with later YugapradhSnas. 

Therc^ ^re .two Bhadresvara-suris in Peterson’s Index of 
Authors in the 4th Report. The first in the list is probably the 
author of the Kah^valf, in the 2nd half of the 12th century of 
the Samvat Era. 

The Sthaviravalloarita and that part of the KahSvall 
which covers the same ground relate, in the main, the same 
historical legends based on the same original sources. For 
BhadreSvarA’s <ales are, as a rule, but a more elegant version 
•of the Kathftnakas contained in the Curnis and TlkSs. But 
^ere is some difference regarding the composition of either 
work which deserves notice. « 

1. Bhadre^vara does not borrow from the Vasud^ahindi, 
wherefore there fe, in the Kahavali, nothing to correspond with 
the first three sargas of the PariSista Parvan, except a few 
lines about Uautama and Jambu, and an account of Prabhava 
and ^ayyambhava’s conversion. 

»2. He inserts the report ofHhe schisms from Avasyaka 
Kathftnakas, of schisms 3-6 after Kalpaka, and of 7, 8 iiT the 
Btdry of Aryaraksita. 

•3. After the story of Sayyambhava and Manaka he adds 
tlje story of Maniprabha from Av. Kath. IV. Maniprabha is 
the great grandson of Caadapradyota and grandson of Pftlaka, 
kings of Avanti;’he happens to becoqie king of ^auftftmbl 
while ^s brother Avantisena was ruler of Avanti. After this 
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«tory comes an account of the violent death of King Kunita, 
who is there stated to have been a contemporary ef Ma^i* 
prabha’s gr&ndfather P&laka, whereby the chronology of 
Magadha is brought into connexion* with that of M&lava. — 
Then follows the story of Annik&putra, cp. ParUisU Parvan 
VI 43-174. 

4. BhadreSvara inserts, after the story of the four disci- 
ples of Bhadrabfthu, the Vlrasuha-Sarassal-kahll a tale of gre^t 
length. Sarasvati, a clever brahmin girl, married Amaraguru, 
and, together with him, was ordained by Ya^obhadra. She 
accompanied Bhadrab&hii in his pilgrimage. Some miraculous 
doings of the latter are mentioned, but nothing that adds to 
our knowledge of his ‘ life*. Heraacandra, therefore, was per- 
fectly justified in omitting from his work the story of Saras- 
vati. 

Bhadresvara’s work has few literary merits. It is scarcely 
more than a collection of dtsconncoted ipaterials for the history 
of the ^vetarabara church, culled from the ample literature of 
Curni.s and Tikils. The Kahaval! compares unfavourably with 
the Sthaviravallcarita by Hemacandra which leads like a 
connected history of the patriarchate from .Jainbii down to Vajra-* 
sena, told in fluent San.skrit verses ami spirited Kftvya styto. 
No wonder that it su|x*rscde(l tjie older w’/)rk to such a degree* 
that f<jp a long time the Kahavall seemed to lx> lost, till but 
lately one single Manuscript was brought to light. 

2 . 

Inuepknde.nt Testimony. 

The TheravalU. 

Though the stories of the patriarchs whose sources have 
been traced in the preceding jiart, are* on the face of it, 
incredible legends, still they may contain spme grains of hist- 
orical truth. There can be little doubt about the historical 
character of the p a«t riarchs of whom those stories are 
told, and of the order their succession. For both pointa are 
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bohie out by the ancient Ther&vahs of the SvetlmbaiCbs which 
it will now be our task to examine more closely. 

There are two classes of TherS vails, (1) that of the Nandi 
and Ava^yaka Sutras, (2) those of the Kalpasutra (Sthaviravali). 
They are in perfect agreement down to MahSgiri and Suhastin, 
the pair of )[)atriarch8 in the eighth generation after Mahavira. 
At that point the succession diverges in two lines, one starts 
Worn Mah&giri, the other from Suhastin ; the first is recorded in 
Nandi and Avasyaka Sutras, the second in the Kalpasutra. 
Both lines are of course entirely independent of each other, and 
have no member in common'. Almost all theras who figure in 
the ancient Kath^nakas belong to the line of Suhastin. As 
far as I am aware there is but one legend related of a member 
of the ^^al^agirl•line, viz., Mangii, see Abhidhftiiarfijendra 
Koim, s.v. Mangu. 

Before wo proceed in our inquiry, we must consider the 
denotation of the terqi thera in the Therftvalls which has 
changed in the course of the time.*— It is stated in the begin- 
ning of the Sthavirflvall of the Kalpasutra that Mahftvlra had 
11 gamdhfiff^ ^^'ho administered 0 gams. The ganadharas left 
po Hueecssors with exception of Sudharraan whose gam there- 
fore eventually comprised the whole Jaina Church. He be- 
came the highcjit^ aujhority of^he whole ('hurch, as it were its 
poix*.t At his death, 2i) A.V. he left the pontificate to his 
disciple Jambu (ched ()4 A.\'.). And thus the supreme dignity 
and power in the daina Church devolved from teacher to 
disciple for seven generations. The first seven members of the 
Therfivalls are, therefore, gamdhara's after the fa.shion of 
hudhannan when gam and Church ^lad become identical. But, 
as stated above, in the eighth generation MahAgiri and Suhas- 
tin ‘jointly ruled the Church, and from either originated a

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separate .line of successors. Here then ends the pretended 
unity of the Svetfimbara Church as an ecclesiastical institu^on ; 
each branch^was governed by authorities of their* own. Their 
list in the Therftvall consists of dis\incj parts which do not 
possess the same degree of trustworthiness. And the meml)er8 
of the Mahagiri-line are perhaps no more than Yugapradh&nas 
like those described in the Prabh&vakacarita. The famous 
teachers after Vajrasena from KAlaka down to Haribhadm 
whose lives have been included in the KahAvall, are, as said 
above, decidedly VugapradhAnas and have no claim to l>e 
regarded as patriarchs even in a restricted sense of the term. 

After this digression we shall now inquire into the line of 
Suhastin. The Kalpasiitra gives twq redactions of the list, (1) 
a short one {aamkh ittavayand) and (2) a detifiled*one vittham> 
vdyand). Both lists begin with the nth patriarch Ya4nbhadra 
and are in x)erfect agreement dounto the 13th imtriarch Vnjra 
and his disciple Vajrasena*. For the reader’s convenience I 
subjoin the list of those patriarchates.

In the shorter redaction nothing hut the names of the 
patriarchs anci their gotras Arc given, while the detailetl uedac- 
tioh also enumerates the disciples of each patriarch, and men- 
tions, in their prop€*r places, the ganaa, Adkh/ia, and hilaa ofigi- 
nated by them. These details are presumably based *011 a

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faithful tradition. The historical character of at least some of 
them has been established by a brilliant discovery of G. BOhler 
He succeeded in identifying the names of 4 gaiids, 8 iakhaSy 
and 13 kulas^ occurring id MathurS inscriptions of the Kankali 
mound, with such mentioned in our Theravall; they belong to 
disciples of the eighth, ninth, and eleventh patriarchs Suhastin, 
Susthita and Supratibuddha, and Dinna. It is worthy of note 
that all the gams and kulas, and 4 of the 8 Sakhas mentioned 
above occur also in the gfithas quoted in the Thera vali; no 
doubt as evidence of its statements. “The part of the 
Sthaviravall which we can now control’*, says Prof. Btthler, 
“ proves to contain an on the whole trustworthy account of the 
development of the Svetambara branch of the Jainas, which 
shows only such accidental mistakes and omissions as may be 
expected to occur in a late redaction of an oral tradition 

Bdhler’s discovery has proved that the part of the longer 
list (vittharavdyana) wh^ch contains the above mentioned details, 
iti based on some trustworthy tradition; reliable documents, 
however, seem to be only the gftthfis quoted in it. Whether 
the list itsalf jdescrves the same credit, is open to grave 
^loubt. For no inscription ever mentions the patriarch for the 
time being; our knowledge of them and their succession as 
• exhibited in the Theravall entirely rest on literary tradition. 
A comparison of the dates in the TherSvall with those of 
other writings will enable us to gauge the value of the former. 
8uch a means of checking somehow the tradition of the Therft* 
vail is furnished by the record of schisms {nihmvas), which is 
epitomised in the usual form in the Avasyaka Niryukti VIII 
56-l(]0*, and fully narrated by HtlTibhadra in the T^ki on the 
Avasyaka Sutra, and by SSntisuri in the Tikft * SisyahitA onTthe 
Uttarftdhyayana Sutra (ad III 9). Our inquiry will be con- 
cem€Pd with the four* schisms 4*5, of which the relevant details,

Leumann, in Indische Studion, vol. IF, p. 91 ft 
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viz., name of the heresiarch, his date and scholastic pedij^roe, 
may be stat^l as follows : 

4th schism : 229 A.V., Asamitta, dii^^iple of Kodinna, disciple 
of MahUgiri. 

: 228 A.V., Ganga, disciple of Dhanagivtta, disciple 
of Mahftgiri. 

: 584 A.V., Gotthamahila, disciple of ajja-Rakkhiy%. 
(Rak^ita was not the then patriarch » but Vajra 
who had instructed him in the purvas. The 
schism arose after the death of Kaksita, and, a 
fortiori, of his teacher Vajra. The date of 
Vajra’s death is not recorded, yet l>eing recjuir- 
e<l for the clironologieal ealeatlatioii below, I 
provisionally place it in 575 A.V., which cannot 
be far wrong.) 


As the Niryukti had l)een written iHJtween 584 and 009 
A.V. (see above), its author was no* doubt well informed 
of the events connected with the two last schisms w'hich had 
occurred not long lajfore his ow'ii time. Now Hol\|igutta, the 
author of the (Uh schism, being a praAiayn oJ i^tihastin^ the 
eighth patriarch, lived in the second gtmeration after the lattej, 
i.e., probably under the tenth patriarcli. Acconlingly l)etweon ^ 
him and Bhadrabfthu ((1th j)aTriarch), therd intcrvene(^ four 
patriarchates. And as Bhadrab&hu died 170^A.V., and Hoha- 
gupta was living in 544 A.V., the mterme<liate four patriar> 
chatcs should have lasted 374 years! This interval yields 
an average length of each patriarchate, in this |x'riod, of about 
94 years! This is quite (^bsurd. — On the other hand, the 
interval of 40 years between the last two schisms covers, in the 
Therftvall, four patriarchates, each of an average duration of 
no more than ten years, a result which* errs in an opposite 
sense from the preceding one. In order to compensate some- 
how both errors, we may calculate^ the. approximate internal 
between the death of Bhadrabfthu (170 A.VJ and that of Vajra 
(about (575 A.V.), via?., 405 years, which contains seven patri- 
archates. The average length of each patriarchate thus would 
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be nearly 58 years, which is decidedly far too Idhg to be 
admitted. The true average may be estimated at about 30 
years, for the six patrwrchates from Sudharman down to 
Bhadrabfthu lasted 170 years, which divided by 6, makes an 
average of !}8 years. — To sum up : if we base our inquiry on the 
well-established dates of the schisms, we arrive at the conclusion 
tjiat the list of theraa is imperfectly handed down ; there must 
have been far more theraa than are contained in the TherS- 
vall. — 

One fundamental fault vitiating the early records of the 
Jainas is the confusion prevailing in their system of chronology. 
An error contingent thereon appears in the account of the 
schisms. • • •. 

As entered in the table of the schisms, the 4th and 5th 
heresiarchs, Asamitta and Ganga, were disciples of Kodinna 
and Dhanagutta, who themselves were disciples of Mahdgiri; 
and the ftth heresiarch 4lohagutta was a disciple of Sirigutta,^ 
disciple of Suhastin. The latter and Mahftgiri were contem- 
poraries, being partners in the eighth patriarchate. Therefore 
those three tfer^iarchs, being praSisyas of Mahagiri and Suhastin, 
‘must also have been contemporaneous or nearly so. Neverthe- 
less the 4th and 5th schisms are placed in 220 and 228 A.V., 
and the 6th schism fn 544 A.¥. Between the first two dates 
and the third there is a difference of about three centuries, 
though the events to which both set of dates refer are separated

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from eactt other by less than as many decades. It is hard 
to believe t^t there should ever have been Vlra-era w^ich 
containeil the enormous error just •j)ointed out. Yet there 
is a parallel case which proves that suhh a tiTong Vlra*era 
had actually been in use during the early centuries, A.D. For 
Vimalasuri, author of the PrSkrit poem Paumacariya, states at 
the end of his work to have written it in 530 A.V.* This dat^, 
if interpreted as a regular Vira-date, is inconsistent with the 
author’s statements in V. llFf. Ho gives his spiritual lineage: 
Rahu, Vijaya, and Siiri Vimala who belong to the Nftila- 
kulavanisa. The latter is no doubt identical with the Naill 
saha which, according to the ThcrAvall, was founded by Vajra’s 
disciple Vajrasena. Vajra having died al)out .575 ^.V., Vajra- 
sena may be confidently placed in about 580-600 A.V. As 
Vimala was a member of the Naill saha, he was removed from its 
founder by an uncertain numter of generations. He, therefore, 
cannot have lived before the later part of the 7th century A.V. , 
and thus it is certain that his <late 530 is not a regular Vlrd- 
date. In the common Vlra-era starting from 526 B.C. the 
year 530 corre8ix)ndH to 4 A.fc. But the PtfUnfkcariya was 
written in a much later age. For in it the Yavana8*and* 
^akas are mentionc<l, not as newly settled in India, but as 
living there since time immemofial, the saftne* holds gowl with 
cilnAra.o 

Our inquiry into the structure of the Therftvall will have 
convinced the student that it does not furnish, as it pretends to 
do, a connected line of patriarchs succoedmg each other as 
teacher and disciple, but a patched up list of those patriarchs 
whqse memory survived in oral or literary tradition, whilb the 
rest of them had fallen into utter oblivion. As the monastic 
chroniclers had to work on insufficient, though in part^very

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good materials, they failed to produce a connected history 
of tlie patrifgrchate. ^ 

In the Introduction to the first edition, p. 4, 1 tried to show 
that Mah&vlra’s Ni^^ana occurred 155 years l)efore Candra- 
gupta’s accession to the throne, and to justify my result 
in opposition to Professor Buhler’s criticism, I now reopen 
^e discussion of this important question, and bring to bear 
on it facts which have since been discovered and make it 
appear in a novel light. 

Hemacandra states, ParisL^taparvan VIII 339, that 155 
years after the liberation of Mah^ivlra Candragupta became 
king

Merutunga in the Vicara^reni quotes this verse and dismisses 
it as contradicted by all other sources', which place the same 
event sixty years later (215 A.V.). But the former date is 
Ct)nfirraed by Bhadre^vara in his Kahftvall :

And thus, since the overthrow of the Nanda dynasty 155 years 
after MahAvIra\s lil)eration, Candragupta became king.” So in 
spite of the general* tradition «the genuine one had somehow 
lingered on. The date 155 A.V. for (^^andragupta’s accei^sion to 
the throne cannot be far wrong, since the Buddhists place that 
event in 162 A.B, If we assume the earliest possible date 
322 B.C. — as the beginning of Candragupta’s reign, the corrected 
date of Buddha’s death comes out 484 B.C., and that of

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MahftvfraN 477 B.C. This result is at variance with a notice 
in several Buddhist canonical works, which coiyies to {his. 
Buj^dha, on his last pilgrimage, had passed through P4vft, 
proceeding to KusinftrA, where he entered Kirvina. In P&v&, it 
is stated, the Nigantha Nsthaputta — meaning MahAvIra — had 
died quite recently (adhtinU). But this statement is .founded 
on an error of the Buddhists, os has been pointed out 
Jarl Charpentier in the IiuL AnL, 1914, p. 128. He says: 
‘‘ Although the place where MaliAvIra is now-a-days said to have 
died is a small village called PApapurl, alx)ut three miles from 
Giriyak in the Bihar part of the Patna district, it is quite 
clear from Digha Nikaya III IIF sq., etc., that the Buddhists 
thought it to be identical with the toWn P&vft in. wl^icji Buddha 
stayed in the house of Cunda on. his way to KusinftrA.” MahAvIra 
actually died in Majjhamii PAvA, as stated in the Kalpasutra, 
the modern PAva (purl) some 9 miles east of RAjagrha. — Accord* 
ingly, the objection against the corrected dates of the Nirvftna 
of Buddha and Mah&vira does not hold, and it is proved 

that the latter survived the former by about 7 years.*

In the first edition I gave it as my impression that Ucma* 
candra’s work, notwithstandingi its many* merits, is open to 
censure ^n account of numerous blemishes caused by hulried 
composition. I compared his versification to that of the Latin 
ppet who in hora saepe ducentos, ut magnum, versus diotabat 
Stans pede in uno.‘ 

This denunciation should, however, bo qualified in one 
regard. Hemacandra metrically treated the Sloka in a way 
peculiar to himself, different from that of any earlier and later 
author. Still he does not merit unconditioned censure for 
a practice which he seems to have introduced on purpose.

On the ^kd employed by Hemacandra. 

Judge^ by the standard of classical poets, the Sloka 
employed by Hemacandra must be pronounced irregular in a 
great many cases.^ There is but one rule strictly observed, 
viz., that the even pSdas should end in kj -\j - or 
The same metre is excluded from the end of odd pSdas, but it 
occurs XI 62. The 2nd and 3rd syllables of a pftda should not 
be V-/ ; this metre occurs, however, in odd pftdas VIII 136. 

321. 361, XII 377, in even padas XI 110, XIII 34; the last 
two instances further offend against the rule prohibiting the 
use of as 3rd and 4th syllables in even padas. All the 
irregularities mentioned as yet are downright blunders : Hema- 
candra most frequently sets the nicer rules about the Vipulfts 
at defiance. Classical poets adhibit four Vipulfis which may be 
described by the metro of syllables 5 to 7, as: I w — Vipulft 
II w — Vipulft III « — Vipulft (Ciesura after the 5th syllable) 
IV t — Vipulft fCcesura after the 4th syllable). In all Vipulfts 
‘the *4th syllable must be long and besides in II and III the 
3rd a short one. The rules about these Vipulfts are but 
imperfectly observed by Hemacandra, as the following statis- 
tics of Sargas 9-13 will show. There are 179 cases ofrthe Ist 
Vipulft, 70 of the 2nd, 75 of the 3rd, and 60 of the 4th ; of 
these there are 18, 12, 8, and 7 cases irregular. Hemacandra, 
moreover, employs the u— Vipulft which is but a very rare 
exception with other poets. I ^noted, in the same part of 
his frork, 26 cases of which three exhibit a short fourth 
syllable instead of a long one. It will thus be seen that 
Hemacandra habitually admits metres which common usage 
excludes from the ^loka, — Even more striking and decisive 

than these irregularities is his very frequent neglect of the

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csesuia alter the odd pftdas which classical poets mark by ^ 
end of a wo|d or, at least of a member in ansompound. 
Hemacandra, however, effaces it frequintly by Sandhi with an 
initial vowel ; I counted 69 such * weak * oflBsuras in the two 
first sargas. Or it falls in the middle of a word, e.g., separating 
the preposition from the verb and the like. It is evideht that 
by this practice the odd and even p&das tend to coalesce into* 
one line, and the character of the ^loka becomes essentially 
changed. 

There can be no doubt of Hemacandra's being quite aware 
that his Slokas were an innovation, and that he introduced it 
on purpose. He had induced Jayasirpha SiddharAja, one of the 
most powerful kings of GujarAt (A.D. 1094-1143) 1o favour the 
Jains, and actually converted his successor KumArapAla (1143- 
1174) to Jainism. By the conversion of KumArapftla Gujarftt 
became a Jain State, and Hemacandra used his influence on its 
government in order to make bis sect a se*lf-8ubsistent political 
body with a culture of its own. He, therefore, composed text- 
books of nearly all sciences for the benefit of his^spct. He 
apparently attempted to facilitate the literary activities of t;|ie 
Jains by making the l^loka a more handy means of composition ^ 
than its classical model, and he wrote in this new-styled iSlloka 
the Trisa9tiialAk&purusa-carita and other works, more tl)ian 
1,50,000 fbrses. But this innovation of his was not adopted 
even by the Jains ; they reverted to the classical model, imitat- 
ing it with indifferent success ; and accordingly Hemacandra’s 
exertion in this regard was doomed to failure. 

But now we shall examing some of Hemacandra’s literary 
delicti for which he stands convicted on his own showing. In 
bhe K&vyinuA&sanA ^ he remarks, in connection with^ the fault

where the second ^ is Other instances, taken at 

random from the first two sargas, occur in I 367. 405, II 333. 
365, 420. *528. 742. In many cases f% serves no other purpose 
but to avoid the hiatus, as in the first verse quoted above ; 
similar cases will be found in I 148. 344, II 301. 302. 435. 
540. 586, etc. — Also w, are occasionally used without 

any special meaning. Sometimes two particles are joined where 
only one is required, e.g., II 689. 713. ^f^lWl 472, II 195. 
614. 2 — These remarks are, by no means, meant to l)e exhaust- 
ive. I have poted only some stray observations which struck 
me as illustrative of Hemacandra’s occasional want of pains- 
taking. 

But enough has been said to make good the assertion that 
Hemacandra produccfl his poem rapidly and did not give it a 
‘last polish. These critical remarks, however, which apply as 
well to the Trisa-stisalakapurusa-carita to which the Parisista 
Parvan is buf an appendix, should not prevent our appreciating 
' the indubitable excellence of Hemacandra’s great work, it 
appears in full light when we compare it with the older work 
of similar contents, Bhadre^ara’s Kahftvall (see pp. xi-xiii). 
Bhadresvara has merely strung together the Prakrft Kathft- 
nakas, scan^ely altereil, and thus has presented only a collection 
of materials for the legendary history of the Jainas down to the 
last patriarch. Hemacandra, on the other hand, writing in 
Sanskrit, in kfivya style and fluent verses, has produced an 
epical poem of great length (some 37,(KK) verses), intended, as 
it were, as a Jaina substitute for the great epics of the Brahmans. 
His composing tips great work is, no doubt, part of his plan to 
provide his sect with a Literature of their own, and to make it 
independent of the general Hindu culture.

The chronology of Hemacandra’s literary compositions 
has been fully discussed by Professor BOhler in his masterly 
monograph “On the life of the Jlaina monk Hemacandra” 
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quoted above. To this work the reader is referred for all 
details conceyiing our author. The conclusion « at which 
Professor BQhler arrived^ is that the Trmsti^lAkApurusa-carita 
has been composed at some time betweeh Sain vat 12111 and 
1229, the dates of KuraarapAla’s conversion to Jjiinism by 
Hemacandra and the latter’s <loath. As the first event is 
mentioned in the .Mahavlra-caritra, the last parvan of the^ 
TrisastisalSkftpurusa-carita, the completion of that work, and, 
n fortiori, the composition of the appendix belonging to it, viz., 
the Parisistaparvan, must be subs(M|uent to Sainvat 121(1. 
Hemacandra comjiosed, in the period specified above, the 
following works in the order in which they an‘ named : — 

1. The commentary on the Yogasiltra. 

2. The Trmstisalftk/lpurusa-earita. 

3. The Sanskrit Dvyfisraya. 

4. The PrAkrit Dyai^raya.

CONTENTS OF THE PARJgl^TAPARVAN. 

Canto the First, 

After a mangala of four vefses^ the author states that after 
haTing related the history of the sixty -three great personages of 
the Jain history of the world (trii^ti^lakApuruBa) in ten 
books, he will now proceed to narrate the lives of the sthaviras 
from Jambusv&min downwards, in an additional book, the 
present Parisistaparvan (1-6). 

The book opens with a Bowery description of Magadha (7- 
12), and its capital RAjagrha (13-2r), and with ^ eulogy on 
Srenika, the king of Rftjagrha (22-28). 

In the courtyard of the temple GunaAila, near RAjagrha, 
Mahftvira had taken his residence and was preaching to the 
assembled Hangha. Srenika, hearing of ^ahAvlra's arrival, set 
out in full state to visit the «lina (29-45). ' 

'Two soldiers in the king's retinue observed on their way 
an ascetic doing severe penance. One of them afUmired and 
praised the ascetic, but the other declared those austenties* 
would not l)cneBt their author. The ascetic was king Prasan* 
nacandra who, on taking pravrafya, had left his young son and 
his wivsB in the care of his ministers. But they wanted to kill 
the prince, and thus the king, having become an ascetic, would 
cause the extinction of his line (46-56). 

The ascetic overhearing this conversation was instantly 
seizra with wrath against his vile ministers. In his rage he 
wilcUy fancied himself putting his foes to death and cutting 
them to pieces (57-65). 

When Srenika had come to MahAvfra, and paid him his re- 
verence, he asked him what would be the future lot of the 
ascetic whom he had seen on his way * there. Mahivfra 


i ij^alumachandn add hia advmtorea are mentioned in the Araib^aka 
Kiryukti X, 80. (LKviumr.) * 
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answered, that if the ascetic had died at the moment when the 
king saw him, he would have gone to hell ; but Tjere he to die 
now, he would go to he/iven. Fbr when the king had passed 
by, the ascetic had forgotten his tapas and relapsed into worldly 
passions; but now he had repented and entertained but the 
purest thoughts {86-00). 

. 'At the request of ^renika, Mahftvira related the history of 
IVasannacandra. In the town of Potana ruled Somacandra; 
his wife was Dharinl. Once dressing the king’s hair, she 
detected a white hair and rallied him upon it.* The king 
became melancholy ; for all his ancestors had adopted a religious 
life before their heads had turned grey ; he. therefore, resolved 
to go t<j the woods as a hermit. The queen, not willing to 
he separated from him, accom|)anied him. Their son Prasan- 
nacandra was installed king (91-108). In the woods they led 
a hermit’s life, and l)eing very fond of each other, they spimt 
their time ])leasantly enough. After some months the queen 
gave birth to a hoy, hut she died in childbed. The })oy was 
called Valkalacirin. He was first in charge of a nurse who had 
come out with *the king and the queen to the w oods. But the 
nurse too soon <lied, and the father had to bring up the 
child with butfalo’s milk. Valkalacirin grew u]) in the company 
of his father, seeing only munis, never any females, of whose 
very e.xistence he thus remained totally ignorant (100- >28). 

.Meanwhile Prasannacandra who had succeeded to his 
father’s throne, was told that a young brother of his was

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growing iij) in the woods with his fat her » the hermit. He sent 
painters to take his likeness, but the portrait awal;ened in \)im 
the desire to have his brother with hiin. In order to have him 
brought to the town, he <lespatche<l soAie artful courtesans 
disguised as Rishis, carrying with them a provision />f candiixl 
fruits and other dainties. The women found out ValkalacMrin 
and gave him to eat of their sweetmeats, and made him touch 
their breasts. The boy wondered at all these marvels and 
believe^l the sham munh tliat the sweetmeats were fruits grown 
in their hermitage Potana, and that by eating them their 
breasts had luooine so soft and protul)ernnt. They n])pointed 
him a place of meeting, for the lad longed to go to their 
wonderful hermitage (12S-ir)2). 

At that time spies placed in huge tribes rt‘|M)rted that the old 
ascetic was returning. 'Phe women fearing lest hi* might curse 
them, fled in great hasU*. In vain did Valkalaeirin seartdi the 
woods for them, they were gone. At Ihst he mot a cartinan 
whom, of course, he mistook for a fnnni and told him that hh 
wished to go to the herniitagi* Potami. The cartman said, he was 
bound for the same ])laec, so they would go togelhel*. Valknla* 
clrin’s ignorance of the commonest things which he all interpretinl ‘ 
from his exjjericnce as a hermit, very inucli amused the cart- 
man and his wife. This strange party was attacked by a n)blH.*r, 
but thet*arter ilealt him such a blow that he. could rise no more. 
The robber’s treasure was put on the car, and the party ])ursucd 
their journey. Arrived at Pot.ana the cartman dismissed V’alkala- 
cirin, giving him some coins, for, as he said, in that hermitage 
one must give some of these yi exchange for anything one might 
he ip need of (loS-HS). 

The lad walking in the strc?ets and greeting the wondering 
inhabitants as muvin, found himself at last*l>efore a courUmn's 
house. He entered it, saluteii the woman as “ reverend father ” 
and asked for the “ hut,” offering all the. mdney he had. I^e 
womaik consented, but had him first moile clean and decently 
dreseed. • Then she nta<le him marry her daughter. The lad 
went through the ceremony, wondering at the songs of the 
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feWles, and not a little afraid of the musical intbtrumenta 
(17^-196). 

Meanwhile Prasanruiipaiidra was in great anxiety about 
Valkalacirin. For those disguised courtesans had returned and 
reported how far they had succeeded. It was doubtful whether 
Valkalacirin would find the way to Potana, or be lost in the 
woods. While the king was desponding, and the whole town 
seemed to share his grief, the sound of the music, the merry- 
making in the courtesan’s house, jarred upon his ear. The 
king’s complaint about it was no sooner repeated to the woman, 
than she apologized to the king by telling him all that had 
happened. He readily guessed who the juvenile hermit was 
who had beqn enticed to Vnarry the courtesan’s daughter, and 
after having identified him by those who had seen him before, 
he had him brought to his palace. Valkalacirin got a share in 
the government from his brother, and was married by him to 
girls of royal birth (I9fi-217). 

• He soon got an opportunity to show his gratitude to his 
fellow-traveller, the cartinan. For the man had sold some of 
the robl)er'tf treasure, which was recognised by several inhabit- 
*ant8* as their own. He was therefore arrested and brought 
before the king, l)ut set at liberty on Valknlaeirin’s recognition 
(218-221). 

^omacandra, the old hermit, had lost his eycaight by 
excessive crying over the sejmration from his lost son, though he 
was soon informed that he was safe with his brother. In his 
state of helplessness fellow-hermits tended him. Twelve years 
had now elapsed, when one night Valkalacirin reflected on his 
ingratitude towards his old father in leaving him alone in the 
woods. He made up his mind to visit him, and was joined in 
this by Prasannacaydra. When they drew near the hermitage, 
Vall^laclrin, after so many years of absence, l)eheld with 
mingled feelings of joy and sadness the scene of his childhood, 
and pointeti out to his brother such places as were dearest to 
his momory. They at last met their *old blind father, who 
weeping for joy suddenly recovered Kis'eyesight (222-246). 
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Valkklacfrin seeing in the hut the implements of the ascetic 
lying about, jubbed them clean with his clothes. Thus employ* 
ed he fancied that he had been in similar situation he did 
not know when and where. He strained his memory, when 
all of a sudden the remembrance of his former birth^ came upon 
him, of the times when he had been a pious monk. Concentrat- 
ing his thoughts he quickly pa88e<i through the different stages qf 
contemplation, and at last reached the AVt>ri/a*knowledge. 
Some unseen power presente<l him with the marks of a yati ; 
thus Valkalacirin had become a Pratyekahuddha. He entrust- 
ed his father to the care of Mah&vlra who happened to bo near 
Potana. and went himself somewhere else. IH^asannacandra 
returned to his residence, but loathiiig w'orldly life was at last 
ordained by Mahfivinv (247-258). 

Thus MahavTra en<le<l his tale. In the same moment 
Prasannacamlra reache<l the AVeo/u, and the gods appeared in 
the air to celebrate the event. Srcnika*then asketi who would 
be the last Kfvalin. MahAvIra answered : the god VidyunmAl- 
in, who with his four wives was in the crowd of gods come to 
celebrate Prasannacandra’s Kevah, would aftef seven days 1>6 
born in Kajagrha, as Jambii, son of Hshabhadatta ; he would* 
\te the last Kvtxilin. His divine spleiuluur had not yet left him, 
though the moment of his new birth was close at hand ; for the 
gods w4o are to enter u(x>n their last existemte retain their 
divine splendour undimini8he<i to the last. One of the goils 
present, AnAdrta, lord of Jambildvipa, overhearing this dis- 
course, loudly praised his family, l^renika asked for the 
motives of the god’s strange behaviour, and MahAvIra explained 
as follows (259-268). 

The merchant (luptamati in UAjagrha hafi two sons: the 
elder, Rmbhadatta, led a virtuous life,* while the younger, 
Jinadftsa, was given to gambling and all sorts of vices. The 
elder disowned JinadAsa ; but when the letter in a quarrel with 
a ganabler was vitally wounde<l, Ri^bhadatta went to tend 
him. JhiadAsa, howler, felt that he was dying ; he therefore 
asked his brother for spiritual guidance, and died the death of 
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a pious Jaina. He was bom again as the god, who* was just 
then* extolling his family, because the last Kevalin should be 
bom in it (268-285). • * 

Mahftvira then proceeded to tell the story of VidyunmSlin.^ 
In the village Sugrffman of Magadha lived a RSstrakuto 
Aryavat with his wife Revatl. They had two sons, Bhavadatta 
and Bhavadeva. The former as a very young man, had taken 
dtksa under Susthita. Once a member of his Oaccha asked and 
got leave to visit his relations and to convert his step-brother. 
He found, however, the young man so engaged in the prepara- 
tions for his marriage, that he scarcely took any notice of 
his brother’s arrival. Disappointed at his failure, the monk 
returned (2>l7-297). BhiCvadatta inveighed against the un- 
dutiful brother, upon which another monk challenged him to 
try the same experiment on his own brother. Bhavadatta 
agreed, and when they had come near his native place, he 
visited his brother who was just on the point of marrying 
NfigiU, the daughter of Nagadatta anrl Vfisukl. The relations 
greatly rejoiced at Bhavadatta’s visit and pressed him to stay. 
He saw BhaVadeva, who according to custom was assisting at 
‘his bride’s toilet, but rose at once on seeing his brother. 
Promising to return presently, he followed his brother who 
made him carry Jiis* almsbowl.* Many of the relations joined 
them, but after some time returned, first the women, t^ien the 
men. Only Bhavadeva would not return, unless expressly 
dismissed by his brother. The latter amused him with pleasant 
conversation and remembrances of old times, till they reached 
the village where his Oaccha was staying. Bhavadatta intro- 
duced his brother to the Apftrya as intending to take diksd^ and 
Bhavadeva dared not contradict him, lest his brother should 
appear to have sai^ anything untrue. Accortlingly he was 
ordained and sent somewhere else. His relations, arriving

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after some time and enquiring where Bhavadeva was, were put 
oflF by BhaT)datta (298-347). • 

Bhayadeva kept the vows whi^h had been forced upon 
him, till his brother died ; but then he cfonsidered himself free 
to keep his engagement with NSgiU whom he forsaken 
against his will. He secretly returned to his native village, 
and rested somewhere near a temple (348-3*57). Just then ^e 
was met by NftgiU and a BrfihmanI, but ho did not recognise his 
bride, nor did she him, when he askeil her news of his parents 
who had died long ago. But when ho enquired after his bride, 
Nllgilft guessed who he was, and asked him whether ho was not 
Bhavadeva, and why he had come. He then explained how he 
had been induced to become a monk, and how* ho was now 
longing for his beloved bride. Upon this NtfgiU made herself 
known to him, but blaming him for his intention to break 
his vows, bade him return to his Acftrya ami rej^nt of his sins 
(.357-373). 

A chance occurrence lent weight to her words. For the 
child of the BrAhmanl, NilgiU's companion, ran up to his 
mother asking for some jar or fwt. He had drhnlf his milk, he 
said, but he had now got an invitation; he would therefor^ 
vomit the milk to enjoy the pn)mised treat, and afterward 
drink the milk he had saved. All blamed *the boy, and Bhava- 
(leva Aid he would l>e like a dog who returns to his vomit. 
Nfigilft now turned upon Bhavadeva and said, he would be 
no better, since he intended to return to her whom he had 
as it were vomited. Bhavadeva was thus persuaded by her 
to repent of his sins. He l^enceforth led a pious life. After his 
death he was lK)m again in the Adikalpa as a f^akrasliAAnika 
(374-389). 

Bhavadatta had after his death become a geni in the 
Saudharma Kalpa, whence his soul again descended on earth 
and was bom as Sftgaradatta, son of the emperor Vajradatta 
and ¥aAodliarA, in the town of Pundarlkinl of PuskaUvatt, 
a district of Videha. Grown up he once amused himself with 
his wives on the flat roof of the palace, when he saw a cloud 
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shaped like mount Mem. While he gazed upon tlie cloud, 
it slowly dissolved. This phenomenon brought home to him 
the tmth of the instability of all things.^ He therefore desired 
to become a monk, and though his parents were at first against 
the plan, h^ finally succeeded in obtaining their consent. He 
was then ordained and converted many princes. Persevering 
in his tapas, he was at last endowed with the Avadhi knowledge 
(390-418). 

Bhavadeva, descending from heaven, was re-born as iSiva, 
son of Padmaratha, king of Vltasoka in Videha, and Vanamfila. 
When ^iva had grown up and been married, Ssgaradatta took 
up his residence near that town in the house of a rich merchant 
Kamasamrdclha whose hospitality was rewarded by a sudden 
in0ux of riches. Siva, hearing of this, visited Sagaradatta and 
respectfully listenerl to his sermon. He felt an unaccountable 
aflfection for the saint which the latter explained by relating the 
story of their former lites (419-434). Siva was now anxious 
to* become a monk, hut his parents stubbornly refuserl their 
consent. He therefore tried to enforce his request by rejecting 
all food, and lAred as a bhdvnyati. But his parents secured 

Ihe assistance of one of his friends, a merchant's son. This 

•• 

man henceforth behaved towards Siva as if he lonsidered 
him his Acnrya,»aifd removed Siva’s objections to eating 
anything by provicling him with pure food collected by ftimself 
(434-490), Thus 6iva continued in his ascetic life for twelve 
years against the will of his parents. At last he died and 
was born again as the god Vidyunmalin. In seven days, 
thiis MahAvIra concluded his narrative, he will l)e born in 
Rdjagrha as Jambu, son of Rsabha *(466-469). 

When Vidyunmalin went to Prasannacandra, his four 
wives asked the sage whether in their next birth they would 
again join their present huslmnd. Prasanna replied that they

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‘would be *bom as the daughters of four merchants, Samudra, 
Priyasamudr%, Kubera, and Sfigara, and would be married to 
their present husband in his next birth. 

After the events described above had taken place Mahftvira 
went somewhere else (470-474). 

Canto the Second. 

In Rftjagrha there lived, in king Srenika’s time. Itsabha- 
datta, also called R^abha. an eminent and pious merchant. 
His wife was Dhilrinl. As they had no children, DhArinI 
be<'amc extremely tiejectetl. In order to divert her, Itwhha 
took her on a trip to the groves of the VaibhAra hill (1 38), 
There they met Yasomitrn, the son of a Siddha, aod were* told 
by him that Siidharman. the (lanadhara, was holding forth 
in an mljoining ])ark. They went there together with the 
Siddha and listened to Siidharman’s sermon (30 45). 

When Sudharman had finished. Ynsftmitni asked him for a 
description of the.Iambu tree, which had lent its name to JambiT- 
tlvlpa. DhArinI on her |iart queHtu>ned the sage, whether 
she would give birth to a son; U|)on which, Yarfonutra blamed 
her for putting such a question to the holy man. Ho then * 
foretold her that she would eon<‘<*ive after seeing a lion in a 
dream. A son would be born ^hose name siiould ho .lambu. 
After siNrh conversation they separated, and the now happy 
couple returned to their town (4(1-57). All happtmtMl as 
foretold. It was the god Vi<lyunmalin who w-as relxmi as 
DhArinrs son. This son was called .lambu . He gn^w upi 
the joy of his parents, and ^n time reached the marriageable 
age j(57-74). In the same town (RAjagrha) there were dight 
merchants Samudrapriya, Samiidradatta, SAgara^latta, Kulwra* 
datta, Kuljerasena, ^ramana<latta, Vasu^aa, and VasupAlita. 
Their wives were: Pa<lmAvat1, KanakaroAlft, Vinayasrl, Dha- 
narfrl, Kanokavatl, ^riwnA, Vlramatl, and JayosenA. Each 
couple 4iad one daughter. Samudrasil, Padpia^rl, PatlmasenA, 
KanakasdnA (these four had, during their former lives, been the 
mves of Vidyunm&lin), l^fabhahsenA, KanakoArl, Katmkavail, 
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and Jaya4n. These girls were, by their respeotivb parents, 
offered to, and accepted by Bsabhadatta, as brides for JambS 
(76-91). . 

At that time arrived Sudharman, whose preaching made 
such an e]i;pres8ion on Jambu, that he desired to join the order. 
He bade Sudharman stay till he had got his parents’ consent. 
JVhen he reached the town, he found the gate obstructed by 
a great crowd, elephants, horses, etc. As he was too impatient 
to wait, he turned to another gate, but found the way equally 
impracticable, as the gate was just put in a condition of defence 
in expectation of an enemy. He therefore returned to Sudhar- 
man, and with his permission, took upon himself the vow of 
perpetual chastity (92-ll2). He then told his parents what 
had happened, and asked their permission for entering the 
order. They tried to make him give up his plan, but could 
only induce him to postpone it till after the wedding (113-121). 
This was communicated to the intended fathers-in-law who 
became very uneasy; but their daughters assured them that 
they would follow' their husband in all he would undertake 
(122-131). *Tl!e day for the wedding was then fixed, and 
it was celebrated with much pomp. Jambu and his brides 
were conducted to the house of his parents, and from there 
to Jambu’s own house (132-106). 

King Vindhya of Jayapura had two sons, Prabhava and 
Prabhu. He installed the younger as his successor, whereupon 
Prabhava went to the hills and became leader of a gang of 
robbers (166-170). His spies having informed him of Jambu’s 
impending wedding, he went there in expectation of a rich 
booty. He possessed two spells, one for opening doors, the 
ot^r for casting all asleep.' By means of these spells, he and 
his men entered Jambu’s house, and began their work. Then 
Jambu calmly bade them not to touch one of his sleeping 
wives. Prabhava was greatly astonished to see Jambu proof

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against h!U spell, and thought he possessed a counterapell. 
He made himself known to Jambu, and asked him .to exchange 
their spells. But Jambii said, he had no spells and did not 
set any value on them: for he intended to take dlksn on 
the next morning ; l>eing already a bhavaijaH, the spells had no 
influence upon him. Prabhava then took the influence of 
his spell from Jambu’s wives, and implored Jambu to glvQ 
up his premature design and to enjoy life together with his 
wives. But Jambii answered that he wouhl not l)e induced 
by pleasures of short duration to bring down uiK)n him heavy 
consequences. In confirmation of his opinion he told the 
story of the man in the well (171-190). 

IM Atory (191-223).' Once ui)oii* a time a merchant and 
his caravan were in a fort»st attacked by robl)ers ; their gcKxls 
were taken, and all the |)eople disi)er8ed. The merchant 
himself had jicnetrated the thicket, when suddenly an enormous 
elephant rushed u|M>n him. The furious beast drove him on till 
he reache»i an old well, \t\U) which the man jumped to save 
his life. He caught hold, however, of a nmt of a banyan 
tree which stood on the brink of the well, and sent froiu an 
overhanging branch, one nwjt down int-o it. Krom the mouth of^ 
the well, the elephant, putting forth his trunk, just toucho<l the 
miserable man^s jiate. At the libttom of tlio well an enormous 
Her|)ent •ijcneii his jaws ready to devour the prey which could 
not lie long in dropping. From the walls of the well issue<l 
four snakes trying to sting him, aivl a bla(;k mouse and a 
white one alternately gnawed the nwt, to which he clung. The 
elephant not able to catch the man, furiously shook the branch 
of the tree, and thus disturt>e<l a swarm of Ixses which hwl Built 
their hive on it. Flying al>out and covering the man, they

found in the MahAlihlrata, Strlparvan, Adhy., 5 and 6. 
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stung him. But from the shattered hive, drops ‘ of honey 
fell* on the plan’s forehead, and thence into his mouth. Not- 
withstanding his dangei^us situation, the man relished the 
honey (191-214). 

The lyorai of this apologue is as follows : The man is the 
worldly, man ; the forest, the world ; the elephant, death ; the 
well, human life ; the serpent, hell; the four snakes, the passions, 
wrath, etc. ; the root of the banyan tree, man’s life : the two 
mice are the dark and light fortnights ; the bees, sorrows and 
cares ; the drops of honey, worldly pleasures (21o-218). 

If a god should rescue the man from danger, would he not 
he thankful ' Thus, .lamhu said, he would not reject the help 
of the (lanadhara to escapes from the Samsara. As Fral>hava 
reminded him of his duty towards his family, he said family-ties 
were rather an illusion (219-223) and related 

The 2nd of the courtesan who married her son (224- 
314). 

Kuherasena, a courtesan in Mathura, once h(‘came mother 
of twins,, Kuheradatta ami Kuheradatta. Her mother, how- 
eve/, prevailed upon her to e.K|3ose thorn. So the twins were 
,put in a tight bo.K, which was floated on the Yamuna and at 
last landed at ^auryanagara. There they were discovered by 
tw(^ merchants,* who adopted Vach one of them. Their names 
were discovere 1 on two rings found on them. The»ehildren 
were carefully educated, and developed to such beauty, that 
they were thought a proper match, and accordingly, betrothed 
to one another (224-247). Once the newly married couirle 
was playing some game, when Kpheradatta’s ring was thrown 
into the lap of his wdfe, who perceiving it to he exactly like her 
own, readily guessed the true relation between Kubera»latta and 
herpelf. She then*retumefl the ring, together with her own, to 
Kuberadatta who, of course, came to the same conclusion. In 
order to arrive at the truth, he induced his nominal mother to 
tell him all she knew’ about him and KuheradattA. Her tale 
left no doubt that he was betrothed to his sister. ^ His only 
oojnfort was, that nothing criminal, beyond the marriage cere- 
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raony itself, had taken place. He thertdore resi|<n(Ml hw bride 
to the care of her guardians, and went on a jpumey. In 
Mathura he fell in with KulMjrasenS, •the courtesan, whom he 
ilid not know to l>e his mother, and conquered by her charms 
he made her his wife and got a son by her' ,(24S 
KuIjcradattA meanwhile had be<»ome a nun. Her devotion was 
rewarded !>>’ the Avadhi knowledge which disclosed U) he^ 
Kuberadatta s new incest. In order to rtviaim him. she went 
t 4 » MathurA ami, not rccogni.sed by Kuln'railatta. took up her 
lodging in his hou.se. Wlien her ho.st s lw>v was once playing 
alK)ut her, she said to him : “ You are my brother, son. brother-in- 
law, nephew, uncle, and grand.son. aiul child. \ our father is my 
brother, father, grandfather, husbaiul, son. and fi^her-in*law. 
Your mother is my mother, grandmotlu^r. my brothers wife, 
daughter-in-law, mother-in-law, and my husl>anil s second wife.’ 
Asked by Kuberadatta al)out the meaning of her words, she 
e.\ plained to him their mutual relation.* d'lie consequence »)f 
this discovery was, that KulM*ra<latta became a monk ami 
Kul)eraM*na a devout laywoman. Therefore. .lainlul ctmcludetl, 
let us put no trust in relations but in *Iiiwi who iit (utr only true 
frieiul (28(1-311). As Prabhava reminded .lainbil of his ifutv 
towards the manes, vi/.., to eiig<*nd«T a sfui. he nnsuered 
by telling 

Tht'^ird of .Mahi'svaradatta (31.*) 3r»4). 

In Tamraliptl there lived a rich mendiant Mahesvaradatta. 
His ]aircnts, Samudra and IhihulA, a greedy and cunning couple, 
weit*, after their death, reborn, he as a buffalo she as a bitch. 
.Mahe^vanwlatta frequently went on long journeys <iuring which 
his hanrlsome wife (MngiU consoled herself with her paramours. 
Once when her huslmnd rc*turned unexjM*et(‘dly, he bmnd his 
wife in the embrace of another man, ami beat thoniUjjhly

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that he could but crawl a short distance, when he broke down 
anS died. JBut his soul was lodged in the embryo which he had 
just engendered. Gangila gave, in due time, birth to a boy 
whom, in spite of his being evidently a bastard, Mahe^varadatta 
loved tenderly, and believed to be his son. On the anniversary 
of his father’s death, he bought and killed a buffalo who chanced 
,to be his transformed father. He ate of the meat himself, and 
gave slices of it to his son, the bones he threw to that very 
bitch, in whom his mother’s soul had been embodied. These 
deeds were witnessed by a monk who chanced to come there for 
alms. The holy man, by his super-human knowledge, perceived 
at once in what relation the actors in that scene stood to each 
other, aiul .turned away' in disgust. Mahesvaradatta ran after 
him, but could not induce him to accept any gift. At last the 
monk explained the nature of the sins he had just witnessed. 
To confirm his tale, he bade the bitch dig up a hidden treasure, 
which she flid. Ui>oft this Mahesvaradatta, disgusted with the 
'world, became a monk (31o-354). 

SamudrasrI warned Jambii not to renounce rashly worldly 
pleasures lest he should repent of it like the husbandman in 

The 4th story (350-378). 

In the village of Susiman, there lived a husbandman, Baka. 
He sowed his fiel(f with pancb seed and corn. When the seed 
had well sprung up, he went to visit some relations in*a remote 
village. There he was treated to sweet cakes, which delicacy he 
had never tasted l)efore ; but he relished them very much, and 
asked how’ the materials for them were obtained. His relations 
told him that on a field w’ell watered by a Persian wheel, wheat 
should he sown ; when ripe and gathered in, it should be ground 
and bake<t in iron pans. In the same way sugarcane should l)e 
grown, and from dts juice sugar should be produced. Baka 
returned with seeds of wheat and sugarcane and decided to use 
them as he had been directed. He began by mowing his still 
green crop, and notwithstanding the earnest remonitrations 
of his«8on8, he cleared the field. Then he sunk a well, but there 
was no water. Thus he had ruine<) his fine crop of com, and 
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was not abl^ to grow wheat and sugarcane. He repented when 
it was too late (.356-378). Jambu replied that he, would not 
act foolishly like the crow in 
Tht 6th atory (380-405). 

In the V^indhya hills an old elephant once stumbjed in the 
dry l)ed of a torrent and <Hed. Many beasts of prey assembled 
al)oiit the carcass, and finding no other way attacked it by the 
anus. A greedy crow forcing his way into the interior lost 
himself in the inHatefl mass. The sun shone u|)on the carc*ass, 
ami by the influence of its rays the anus closed.' Then the 
rains set in, and the torrent swelled carrying the dead elephant 
into the Narmadil. Thence it drifted into the ocean. There the 
skin of the elephant burst and the crow gf>t out of, its prison. 
Flying about, the crow could discover no lami, btit was forced 
U) remain on the floating carcass: and when the latter was 
gradually eaten up by fishes, the cniw was drowned in the 8£MI. 

T1h‘ carcass of th(‘ elephant is to Iki \'ompiired to woman ; 
the oi*ean to the Samsiira, and the crow to man. He who' 
hankers after women will sink in the Sains Ua. 

Padmoi^rl objectetl that the known shouhl mit lib given up 
for the unknow'n, illustrating this sent<*nce by 
Thf fith Mory of the monkey (407-430). 

In a wood on the (langes th«re lived a founde of monkeys 
who loved each other tenderly. Once the male monkey jumped 
carelessly, fell down and died, but rose at once as a man, such 
was the holiness of the place.* His hikmihc billowed his example 
and became a girl of great lieauty. The man, hoping t/O bcc-ome 
a go<l by repeating the experiment, jumped again, but was 
changed into a monkey. The woman was found and brought 
before the king, who made her his favourite consort. The 
monkey was caught by strolling actors, ami, taught to dance.

Jambu relates 

The 7jh story of the charcoal-burner (432-443). 

A charcoal-burner going to the woods had provided himself 
^with plenty of water. However, he grew so thirsty by his 
work, that he had soon spent his provision, and was obliged to 
go in search of more water. Creeping along in a scorching sun, 
he dropped exhausted in the shade of a tree. The coolness 
somehow refreshed him, so that he fell asleep. He dreamt that 
he was quaffing the water of many wells, tanks, etc., but not yet 
satisfied hc^ came to an* old well, from the bottom of which 
he licked up the muddy remnant of water. 

Resembling him is a man who, having in former births 
enjoyed the delights of heaven, is still attracted by the empty 
pleasures of human life. 

Padmasenft then told 

The 6th story (44(1-040) of the cunning woman with the 
anklet, and of*the jackal. 

Devadinna, son of Devadatta, a goldsmith in Rajagrha, 
had married a shijewd beauty, Durgilft.

•Shaking him olf, she called on the god to bear witness of 
her never having been touched by anybody besides her husband 
and the aforesaid madman. While the puzzled Yaksa was still 
at a loss how to act, Durgila had passed between his legs, 
her innocence was accordingly acknowledged by all. She was 
from the occurrence just related called NupurapanditA (446- 
Hn). 

Devadatta grew so nervous by constantly thinking of 
DurgiU’s wickedness, that ever since he could not sleep for 
a moment. When the king heard of his strange disorder, 
he appointed him, for that very reason, guard of his seraglio. 
Now one of the queens often in the night came to look at him 
whether he was sleeping or not. This moved Devadatta’s 
suspicion. In order tafind out the cause of the queen’s strange 
behaviour, he feigned sleep. Upon this, the queen, satisfied 
that she was now unobserved, went to a window under which 
the king’s •ffest. elephant was l)eing kept. The clever beast

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time for tile queen to return to her apartment, which was etfeo* 
ted in the same way she had come.^ ^ * 

Devadatta, having watched the whole afifair, felt relieved of 
his always recurring thought about Durgila’s wickedness, since 
he found out that even ladies of noble birth were^so deeply 
degraded by their sensuality. He at once fell into a sound 
sleep which lasted a whole week. When he woke up, he was 
brought before the king who inquired into the cause of the 
sudden change in the guard’s condition. Devadatta then 
related all he had seen of the queen’s intercourse with the 
elephant’s keeper. The king ascertained the truth of this 
information in the following way. He caused the naked queens 
to ascend an elephant constructed out of mats^ When it 
was the guilty queen’s turn to get on the counterfeited elephant, 
she pretended to be afraid of it, and lieing Ijeaten by the 
king with a lotus-stalk, she feigned a swoon.

After a while 
a robber, pursued by policemen, j^jg red the same temple, and 
feeling his way in the dark, toucnR^Jfcd woke the queen iip, 
who by his touch at once became eni||pured of him. and 
promised to save his life. In the momin^when the policemen 
entere<lthe temple in search of the ro*bber, the queen him

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out for her husband, and the policemen believing * her," andl^ 
natdraljiy mistaking the elephant’s driver for the robber they 
sought, seized and impaled him on the spot. The tortured man 
greatly suffered from intense thirst, but nobody dared to bring 
. him water^ At last a compassionate Jaina, called Jinadftsa/ 
promised to fetch him water if he would meanwhile invooate 
the Arhats. This the poor man did, but before Jinadfisa 
returned, he died, still invocating the Arhats. He was reborn 
as a Vyantara god (595-618). 

The queen and her new lover had set out on their journey 
and reached a swollen river. The robber proposed to bring 
over first the queen’s clothes and jewels, and then herself. 
But when h§ had crossed *the river with everything the queen 
had had on her body, he thought it safer to part company with 
so dangerous a woman and left her naked like a newborn 
baby on the opposite bank.'

the fish, however, jerked himself again into the water, while 
a bird coming suddenly down* seized the piece of flesh. The 
queen seeing this, laughed at the jackal who hadolost his 
flesh and missed the fish, whereupon the transformed god 
rejoined that she too had lost her first and her second lover.*

In the celestial city of Gaganavallabha on the Vait&dhya 
mountain there lived two Vidyftdharas, the brothers Meghaiatha 
and Vidyunm&lin. In order to attain some magical power 
they each resolved to marry a girl of low extraction, with 
whom, however, they were to live in chastity for a whole year. 
So these brothers went to Vasantapura and thence to a village 
of Cand&las whose con6<ience they succeeded in gajning. They 
gave themselves out to be natives of Ksitipratiatha and to have 
been disowned by their parents. The Cftndftlas admitted them 
into their community on condition of their conforming to the 
habits of CUndftla life, and gave them ekch a deformed girl for 
wife. VidyunmSlin nevertheless loved his spouse who, at the 
end of the year, was big with child. He therefore refused to 
leave her, when his brother, who had been truef to^his purpose, 
went home, promising, however, to return after a year. At that* 
period things were w'orse than before. The w ife of Vidyunmftlin,

your wish to get both things has caused you to lose both.” The fox 
answered ** I admit that I have been stupid,* but ypur stupidity far 
exceed# mine.” ^ • ♦ 

'^s story is said to be^an extract from the Sneychpctd^ Fkt’ Youen* 
tehU’lin. fTawHXT.) 
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who bad given birth to a boy, was again pregnant,* and her 
husbhnd was^not willing to quit her. The close of the third year 
found Vid 3 runmfilin equally unsuccessful in attaining his end ; for 
the love for his children had added a new tie which he had not 
the heart to break, though his wife was a deformed shrew, and 
his life among the C&nd&las was loathsome. Megharatha, there- 
fore, left his infatuated brother, never to return. He enjoyed 
tf)e most exquisite pleasures in his state of life. At last, being 
ordained by the monk Susthita, he died to be reborn as a 
god, while his brother’s soul erred about in the SamsSra (645- 
691). 

Kanakasenfi. warning Jambu against over-eagemess, told 

The lOth^story of the rfhell-blower. 

A husbandman in ^filigrama used to protect his fields from 
inroads of deer by sounding a conch while sitting on a tree. 
One night a gang of robbers was driving off a herd of stolen 
cattle when they heard the conch, and supposing themselves 
pursued, they dispersed in all directions. In the morning the 
shell- blower discovered the herd without a shepherd, grazing 
close by. lib drove it to the village and gave it away to his 
•co-villagers, pretending to have received it from some deity. 
But he had to pay dearly for his easily won popularity: for 
when, in the next y6ar, he wa» again on the same tree blow- 
ing file conch, the same robbers coming again withi^ herd 
of stolen cattle, heard the same sound issuing from the same 
spot as on their former expedition. They now ascertained the 
cause, and finding out their mistake, brought the man down 
from the tree, beat and tortured him, took away his cattle and 
stripped him naked. Then they left him alone to reflect on the 
evil effects of over great zeal.

In the Vindhya hills a very strong monkey drove away the 
other males and dallied wilh the females. Once anothe|[ mon- 
J^oy» I^oyng and strong, came and courted the females » but the 
older one resenting the liberty he took,*threw a stone at him. 
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A bloody*qiiariel ensued, in which, however, the older monkey 
decidedly suffered the mo9t. He retired, covert .with woimds 
and thoroughly exhausted. Coming to a rook from which 
bitumen was oozing, he mistook the liquid for water and be^n 
to lick it. But the bitumen clung so strongly to l^s face that 
he could not get it off, and when he touched it with his hands 
and feet, they too became fixed in the bitumen. He thiu 
perished miserably. In like way sensual lust laying hold of 
man by one of his senses is sure to ruin his entire soul.

Buddhi had for a long time continued to sacrifice to a Yak^, 
Bhola (or Bholaka), when the god, pleaded with her devotion, 
promised her whatever she should ask. She asked him for 
sufficient means to live well ; and the Yaksa assented, saying, 
that she would daily find a dInSra at his foof. ‘ The poor 
woman thus at once became richer than all people about* her,* 
and she began to live in great style. When Siddhi had become 
aware of this change, she did not rest till %he had wormed the 
secret c^it of her crony, and forthwith worshipped the f^alcM 
with the utmost zeal. The god at last rewarded her devotion 
by granting her request, viz., that he should give her double 
what he had given to her friend. It became now the latter’s 
turn to envy her friend’s good luck, and to worship the YakM 
till she got double the sum, which Siddhi earned. Again, Siddhi 
sacnficed to the Yakw, and when the god was pleased, asked 
him to make her blind in one eye. Budc^ii believed that* her 
companion had by her devotion doubled her income, and moved 
by envy she again exerted herself to please the god. When the 
god a^ last granted her boon, she alked him to give her twice 
what he had granted tb Siddhi.

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would lose his share of life’s pleasures in striving to obtain a 
more exalterj state of being. Jambu rejoined, he would never

Thp, 13th story (45-106) of the excellent horse. 

In Vasaiitapura, the capital of king Jitasatru, lived Jina- 
dn.sa, a pious merchant. Once the king inspected the colts of his 
stud, and ordered the connoisseurs of horses to select the best 
one. He gave the colt in charge of the aforesaid Jinadssa, who 
tended it with the greatest care. He himself letl the horse to 
the tank and back. On the way there was a .laina temple, 
round which he always rode thrice without entering it. As the 
colt grew up, the power of the king increased.

When she once reproached him with his 
inactivity, the boy promised he would henceforth do all in his 
power to gain the means of living. Some time afterwards when 
the villagers had assembled to gossip, the donkey of a hhamaha 
broke loose, and the owner ran after it, calling on all to stop the 
animal! The boy now thought there was a chance of gaining

To atone for this fraud, he was, after his death, 
again and again born as an animal, till at last he was born as 
the son of Somadatta and Somasrl, Brahmans of K.sitipratistha. 
About the same time, the soul of the marc became embodied in 
the daughter of the courtesan K^mapat^ka, who jjrcw up the 
finest girl in the town. All the young men outbade each other 
i»i order to purchase her favour. 'Fhe son of Somadatta had also 
fallen in love with her, ))ut as he was very jM)or, the courtesan 
<lid not even vouchsafe a kin<l look. To be at least near her, the 
infatuated lover became her servant, and when he was turned 
out, he rather submitted to the worst treatment than to leave 
the house of the beloved girl.

Flying off an<l perching on the 
bough of a tree it croaked ma sahasa, i.e., ‘ beware of rashness ’ | 
The man was astonished at the ludicroas contrast between the 
words and the act of the bird.

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The domestic priest and chief minister of JltaiSatm, king of 
Ksftiprati^tha, was Somadatta who had three friends Saha* 
mitra, Parvamitra, and, PranAmamitra. Sahamitra was his 
constant and intimate companion ; Parvamitra was occasionally 
his guest on parties of pleasure ; with the third, Pranftmamitra, 
he used, to talk when they met, but he never admitted him to 
greater intimacy. Now it happened that the minister fell in dis- 
grace with the king, so that he thought fit to hide himself, till the 
wrath of the king should be over. He therefore went by night 
to Sahamitra and asked him for shelter and concealment in his 
house. But Sahamitra flatly refused him any help, which would 
provoke the resentment of the king and endanger himself. After 
this rebuff, §omadatta weht to his second friend Parvamitra, who 
received him with a show of kindness and respect. As regarded 
his own person, he said, he should be glad to share his friend’s 
fate, but he had also to consider his family’s safety ; he therefore 
entreated him to apply to somebody else, and actually 
accompanied him as far as the next square.

When it became the turn of an illiterate priest to ei^tertain thO 
king with a story, the poor man was in great despair, because 
he was too awkward to speak before people and not able to tell 
anything. Eis daughter N&ga4rt, learning the cav|^ of his 
alarm, promised to go in his stead. She boldly went* to tiie 
palace and told the king that she was Nagairl, daughter of the 
poor agnihotra NSga4arman and Soma^rl. Her parents had 
promised her in marriage to a Brfthman youth called Catta. 
Once when they were absent on a journey, her bridegroom had 
arrived. She had entertained him as well as she could, and for 
the night had offered him the only bed in the house. Being 
afraid to lie on the filthy floor, she hdd waited til^ Catto was 
asleep and had then crept into the same bed. Catta, however, 
had become aware of her presence, and tried to suppress his 
suddenly awakened passions. This effort had killed him. 
When she had discovered the fact, she hod become afraid that 
as appearances told against her, she would be thought guilty of

Once she was looking from the pavilion of the palace on 
the passing crowd in the street, when she ob^rved a very hancl- 
Bome young man of whom she at once became passionately 
enamoured. Her servant, a shrewd woman, abetted her passion 
and foui^d out for her that the young man was a certain Lalitftnga,

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eon of the merchant Samudrapriya of this town. *The queen 
wthte him p letter in which she owned her passion, and sent it 
to him by her servant. • The woman encouraged the timorous 
lover, and promised to bring him together with the queen. 
When on a festival the king went a-hunting and but few people 
remained in the palace, the servant woman there introduced 
Laht&nga disguised as a statue of a Yaksa. Thus he and the 
queen were enabled to gratify their passion for each other. 
But the guards of the seraglio somehow made sure that a 
strange man was concealed in it, and on the return of the king 
communicated to him their suspicion. The king at once went 
into the seraglio, but though he trode noiselessly, he was 
perceived by the watchful servant who warned the queen. 
Both women threw Lalitftnga out of a window which opened on 
a dunghole, in which he accordingly fell. As he could not get 
out of it, he had leisure to repent of his rashness. So he con. 
tinned in the hole, living on such food as both women threw 
him down from time to time, till at last the rainy season set in 
and rapidly filled the hole with water. Thus he was carried' 

into the dut^r ditch, on the bank of which he landed and

swooned. Accidentally his nurse found him there. She led him 
home and tended him, till he recovered from the bad effects of

Lalitftnga is compared to the Soul ; his love for the queen, 
to Pleasure ; his stay in the dunghole, to the state of the foetus ; 
his deliverance thence, to Birth ; his landing on the bank, to the 
child’s entrance in the 8UtihSb\avana\ his swooning, to the 
child’s swooning on being delivered from the womb ; the nurse 
whb saved him, to the effects of Karma. Jambu concluded 
that though LalitAnga might be such a fool as for a second time 
to have himself bipught to the queen, he, Jambu, would not do 
that which would cause him to be bom again and again. 

When the wives of Jambu perceived that he was not to be 
shaken in his purpose, t&ey declared that they also wopld enter 
the order, and so did Jambu’s parents and relations. Even 
Prabhava, the robber, made up his mind to become a monk, if 





his parents would permit him to do so (276-280). On tlm 
morning of the following day Jamba (of the K&iyapa gotra) pre- 
pared for his Wunoiation. He hastened to Sudharman, the 
fifth Gaoadhara, who ordained him and his kinsfolk (281-289>. 
After a few days Prabhava returned and was, with the per- 
mission of his parents, admitted into the order of monks. He 
was, from that time, the disciple and constant companion of 
Jamba (290-292). 

Canto the Fourth. 

Once Sudharman, surrounded by his disciples, Jambii, etc., 
arrived in Campft and took up his abode in the park outside tiie 
town. The inhabitants, men and women, hastened to salute 
the Ganadhara. King Ku^ika saw the crowd bussing on the 
road, and asked what had happened that all the people were 
leaving the town. Being informed that Sudharman was staying 
in the neighbourhood, he dressed splendidly and went there in 
great state. Arriving, however, at the park, he put off the 
royal insignia, and barefooted he approached the Ganadhara 
who was preaching to the people (1-37). When the sermon 
was at an end, the king asked Sudharman who Jumtiu was ; for 
the king was greatly struck with the beauty and remarkable 
appearance of Jambu (38-47). Sudharman related to him 
Jambu’s history and foretold tha* he would be the last Kevalin. 
After him nobody would reach the Manah^paryaya and*the 
Paramavadhi stages of supernatural knowledge; the Jinakalpa 
would be abandoned together with other holy institutions and 
practices, while on earth the sanctity of men would go on 
decreasing. Having heard all this the king paid his reverence 
to Sudharman, and returned to his palace (49-65). Sudhaitean 
entered the order at the age of fifty ; thirty years he was the 
disciple of Mahftvlra, twelve years after whose death he reached 
the kevalam. He died eight years later, having accomplished 
his one hundredth year. 

Jagibu reached beatification sixty-four ^ears after Mahft- 
vlra’s nirtSna, having ii^pointed Prabhava of the KityAyana 
ipitia as the visible head of the Chtnch (66-61). 
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Canto the Fifth, 

• Prabhava anxious to find a worthy successpr to his own 
place, in vain mustered, his faithful flock. But by his mental 
sight (upayoga) he discovered among the heretics a fit man in 
the person of ^ayyambhava of the Vatsa gotra, who was just 
celebrating a sacrifice in Rajagrha (1-7). He then proceeded 
towards Rftjagrha, despatching two monks to the place where 
the sacrifice was going on. They were to ask alms from the 
priests, and if the priest should give them nothing, they should 
loudly exclaim : ** Ah, you know not the Truth.” All happen- 
ed as Prabhava had foreseen, and the monks acted as they had 
been told, ^ayyambhava overhearing the strange exclamation 
of the holy men became ‘unsettled in his mind about the Truth. 
His guru whom he questioned on this head, of course, affirmed 
that the Vedas were Truth, and that there was no Truth beyond 
the Vedas. But ^ayyambhava did not let himself be put off in 
this way. He charged his guru with deceiving him and the 
public in order to gain his livelihood, and he threatened to cut 
of! his head, if he withheld the Truth from him (8-24). The 
ginu thoroughly intimidated, then confessed that a Jina idol 
wa^ hidden below the sacrificial post. Only by its influence 
sacrifices could be celebrated, otherwise Narada, a faithful be- 
liever in Jina, would hinder any sacrifice. He showed the idol to 
^a^yambhava, and declared that only the dhanna of 4ihe Jinas 
was true, and that the Vedas were an imposture, upheld only 
for the purpose of procuring the priests an easy livelihood (25- 
35). Sayyambhava taking an affectionate farewell from his 
former guru, went in search of the two monks, and at last came 
to Prabhava whom he asked for instruction in the Jaina religion. 
Prabhava explained to him the five vows of the Jainas; and 
when l^yyambhava had renounced his former heretical views, 
he received dlksa and became a zealous ascetic. He learned 
the fourteen purras and became, after Prabhava’s death, the 
head of the Church (30-54). When l^yyambhava toojk df ibsa, 
he left hia young* wife Iwhind. They had as yet no children. 
Tills circumstance made the forsaken woman’s case appear still 
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more misei&ble, 00 that people compaasionately asked her if 
there was no*^hope of offspring. She answered jn Prakrit, 
manaj/afn, i.e., a little. Hence the boy* to whom she did event* 
ually give birth was called Manaka (55-62). When Manaka 
was eight years old, and became aware that his moth^ was not 
dressed like a widow, he asked her who was his father. He 
then learned that his father was Sayyambhava, who becoming 
a monk had left her, before he, Manaka, was born, and never 
returned since. Manaka who yearned after his father, secretly 
left his mother and went to Camp&. There ho met his father, 
and as he did not recognise him as such, he inquired of him 
after his father by whom he wanted to be ordained. Upon 
which Sayyambhava gave himself oul for the most intimate 
friend of his father in whose stead he would ordain him. Ma- 
naka agreeing to this, Sayyambhava brought him to the monks 
without explaining the relation subsisting between the boy and 
himself. Then the boy was ordained (6^-80). Sayyambhava 
by means of his supernatural knowledge, perceived that his son 
would die in six months. The time l>eing too short for master- 
ing the whole sacred lore in extenso^ Sayyambhava* condensed 
its essence in ten Lectures which ho composed in the afternoon. 
Hence the work is called Dasavaikalika. For though to make 
abstracts of the Law is allowed to none i>ut to the last 
Dadapurwin, yet under certain circumstances a Srutakevalin 
may do so. Manaka learned the Da^avaikftlika, and thus, 
he was well instructed in his religion. When the six months 
were over and he died (81-88), Sayyambhava so heartily wept 
at Manaka's death that his disciples were at a loss to compre- 
hend his deportment which appeared so unbecoming a wdrid- 
renouncing sage, and said as much. He then told them Manaka’s 
history, and declared that he wept for joy because his son hiui 
died as a saint. The disciples only learning then that Manaka 
was their ikdrya's son, wondered why hq had not told them 
this be|ore. Sa 3 ryambbava replied that if^they had known 
Manaka to be his son, they would not have exactq<i the 
obedience which is the duty of every novice, and the mmt 
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medtorious part of his moral exercise. He added that for the 
sake of Maaaka's instruction he had composed ^le Daiavaifal- 
lika Sfftra, but now the*object being attained, he would cause 
his work to disappear (89-100). The disciples,' however, 
moved the Sangha to solicit Sayyambhava that he should 
publish the Dai^vaik&lika. ^ayyambhava complying with their 
wishes, that work has been preserved (101-106). At last 
l^yyambhava died, having appointed Yaiiobhadra as his suc- 
cessor (106, 107). 

Canto the Sixth. 

After a most exemplary life of an ascetic and a teacher 
Ya^bhadra died, leaving the management of the Church to 
his disciples Bhadrabfihu and Sambhutavijaya (1-4). Four 
traders of RAjagrha, who had grown up together, took diksd 
under BhadrabShu and became most zealous monks. They 
separated and wandered about till the cold season when 
they returned to Rifjagrha (5-16). In the afternoon, after 
having collected alms, they left the town for the VaibhAra hill. 
When the evening set in, one of them had got to a mountain- 
oave, another *to the park, the third near the park, the last 
not far from the town. They put up for the night at the places 
which they had severally reached, and there they were killed by 
exposure to the cold. The ohe on the hill died in the first 
watch of the night where the cold was most intense, he in 
the park died in the second watch and so on, as the cold 
decreased as one approaches the town (16-21). 

The founding of Patalijndra,^ 

*Ud&yin succeeded his father Kunika in the reigp of 
GampA. Everything in his residency brought back to him 
the memory of his deceased father, and rendered him exceeding*^ 
ly sad* His ministers, therefore, persuaded him to found 
a new capital, just as Kunika had founded Camp&, after

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iMTing RSjagfha on death of his father (fll--32). In 
order to find a site suitable for the future capital, Udfijin 
despatched men versed in the interpre^tion of omens. When 
they had reached the bank of the Ganges, they came on a 
magnificent PAtali tree. On a bough of this tree was perched 
a Ghasha bird, and opened from time to time its bill in which 
insects fell by themselves. The augurs, noticing this remarkable 
omen, returned to the king and recommended the spot for 
erecting there the new capital. An old augur then declared 
that the P&Uli tree was not a common tree, for he had heard 
from some wise man the following story about it (33-41). 

The story of Annikfiputra (43-174). 

There are two towns of the name*of Mathurft, one in the 
north, the other in the south of India. Devadatta, the son of a 
trader in northern Mathurft, travelled to southern Matourft 
in which town lived a friend of his Jayasirnha, like himself 
a trader’s son. Jayasirnha had a sister called AnnikI, who 
was an exceedingly fine girl. Once Jayasiipha treated Deva- 
datta to an excellent dinner which Annikft had prepared. She 
waited on her brother and his friend, who, being «truck with 
her beauty, fell in love with her. On the next day he Sent 
some persons to Jayasirnha who should declare his suit for 
Annik&. Jayasirnha assented t9 their proposal on condition 
that D^adatta and AnnikA should stay in his house iftitil 
the birth of their first child. Thus they were married (42-61). 
After some time Devadatta received a letter from his parents 
urging him to return, as they had^ become blind and helpless 
with old age. He wept piteously over this letter in great 
despair; for he had given his word not to leave Jayasirpha’s 
house. Annikft, finding him in this sad condition and getting 
.no answer from him, read the letter herself and saw at once 
how things stood. She went to her brother and succeeded 
at last in extorting his permission for Devadatta to depart with 
her (61^). Though they gave no hame to the boy, reserv- 
ing the light of selecting one to their parents, he generally 
was known under the *name of Annikftputra and continued 
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to be BO, even after his parents had formally learned him 
Samdhlrana (81-87). Having grown up he ^ was ordained 
by Jayasimha, and in pld age he came to live in the town 
Puspabhadra on the Ganges. The king of that country was 
Puspaketu ; his wife, PuspavatT. They had twins, a boy 
Puspacula, and a girl Puspaculft. These children loved each 
other so much that the father determined to unite them* in 
marriage. He therefore put to his ministers the question, 
who was lawfully entitled to dispose of whatever came to 
light in his seraglio. Little knowing what the king was aiming 
at, they answered that the king had the right to dispose 
of such things as he liked. From this decision the king 
pretended to derive the iCuthorisation to make a match between 
his children. They were accordingly wedded notwithstanding 
the opposition of the queen who had adopted the Jain per- 
suasion (88-104). After the decease of the king, and the 
succession of his son ‘ to the throne, the queen persevered in 
entreating her children to dissolve their criminal union. But 
perceiving her roraonstrations utterly disregarded, she became a 
nun. At lost she died and was born again as a god (105-107). 

I Thib god being aware by his superior knowledge of the awful 
punishment which Puspacula would incur in the next world 
if she did not separate from ha* husband brother, showed her in 
a dfeam the different hells. Great was the terror whv?h these 
sights caused her, and in vain did the king try spells and 
incantations to allay it' (108-116). At last he assembled 
wise men of different creeds and asked them for a description of 
hell. They identified hell with various ills inherent in the 
human lot. Of course the queen knew better and dismissed 
these men with open contempt. Then Annikaputra was 
brought forward ; and his description of the hells * exactly * 
coinhided with what the queen had seen in her dream (117- 
126). Again the god sent the queen a dream in which she saw 


t Fpr the queen had the same dream eve^ night. 

* Which he stated to be given according to the sacred books. 
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the delights of heaven, and again the heretic philosophers put 
forward their rationalistic views of heaven. But Aanikftputra*s 
description of the heavens satisfied the queen, so that she was 
persuaded of the truth of the Jaina faith and desired to join 
the order of nuns. Her husband consenting on condition that 
she would beg alms only at his house, she took dihsa (127- 
146). Annikaputra foreseeing that a famine would set in, sent 
off his gaccha to some other country. He stayed behind himself 
as he was too old to wander about, and the queen carefully 
ministered to all his wants. For her devotion she was at last 
rewanled by acquiring the kevala knowledge. But she con- 
cealed this fact from all and especially from Annikftputrai 
whom continuing to attend she astonished by divining all his 
wishes. Once she arrived with his food in a shower of rain. 
The old monk upbraided her, because it is forbidden to go out 
in the rain ; but she excused herself by saying that she knew 
the water- bodies on the road to be liMess, and in order to 
account for such knowledge she w'as obliged to confess that she 
possessed the kevala (147-159). Annikaputra then asked her 
when ho should attain the kevala. She replied that* this would 
happen on his crossing the Ganges. Annikaputra therefore 
hastened to the ferry-boat on the Ganges; but on whatever 
side of the boat he placed himseff, that par{ of the boat went 
down. The other passengers perceiving this threw him over 
board; the same moment a demon, an enemy to the Jainas, 
erected a pike in the river so as to impale the unhappy monk. 
Even in this painful situation AnnikAputra succeeded in con- 
centrating his thoughts, and thus at last reached Nirv&na 
which event was duly celebrated by the gods near the place, 
which* henceforth became a famous Tirtha called Prayft^a 
(160-169). The scull of AnnikAputra was drifted down by the 
river and landed on the bank. There the seed of a PAUla tree 
found its way into it, and springing up itj developed into the 
tree which was to mark the site of the new capital (170-174). 

Such being the auspiciousness of the place, the king gave 
order to build in it the new capital, which was to be called after 
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the tree PAtatiputra. The artisans of the king arriving at the 
spot went sound the tree in an ever-widening circle till they 
heard the cry of a jackaL At that moment they dropped the 
measuring line> thus marking the limits of the city. In its 
centre a fine Jaina temple was raised by the order of the 
king who was a devout Jaina, and many other stately buildings 
adorned the new capital of UdAyin. He became a powerful 
monarch of whom the other kings stood in great awe (175- 
188). Once a king who had incurred UdAyin^s displeasure was 
dethroned by him and died in the flight. His son entered 
the service of UdAyin’s enemy, the king of Avanti, and promised 
to rid him of his rival, if he would acknowledge him afterwards 
as his friend and equal. * He accordingly went to PAtaliputra 
watching for an occasion to get near UdAyin. Observing 
that the Jaina monks had free access to the king, the disguised 
prince entered the order as a novice, and succeeded in com- 
pletely gaining the cdhfidence of his superior. On a pausadha- 
day the Suri accompanied by the novice who carried a concealed 
weapon about him, went to the palace and preached to the 
kinj;. After the sermon, all laid themselves down and soon fell 
asleep, except the novice who boldly cut the king’s throat 
and escaped unchallenged by the guards (189-210). Being 
afraid that he might be regarded an accessory to the crime, and 
thereby bring disgrace on the Jain community, the g^ru deter- 
mined to out his own throat, so that the murderer would 
appear to have killed the king and him. Accordingly when 
in the morning the corpses of the king and the monk were 
discovered, but the novice could not be found, all thought the 
latter guilty of the deed. He was pursued, but having the 
st^ of his pursuers he escaped. However, he met with the 
reward he deserved. For the king of Avanti disowned and 
banished him. Thus he wandered about an exile, detested by 
all as the murderer of UdAyin (211-230). 

In Pi^liput^ there lived a certain Nanda, the son of a 
courtesan by a barber. Dreaming once that the town was sur. 
rounded by his entrails, he told his dream to his guru. This 
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man, goes&ig the meaning of the omen, betrothed his daughter 
to Nanda. l!{ow the marriage procession took place at the 
same time, when, on the death of Udftyin who left no heirs, the^ 
fire royal insignia, viz., the State elephant, the horse, the 
parasol, the kumbha, and the two caun% were anpinted by 
the ministers and led through the streets. When the two 
processions met, the State elephant put Nanda on his back, the 
horse neighed, etc. ; in short, it was evident, that the royal 
insignia themselves pointed him out as the successor of Udftyin. 
He was accordingly proclaimed king and ascended the throne 
sixty years after the Nirvana ‘ (231-243). 

Nanda*s dependent chiefs were disinclined to acknowledge 
his authority ; even in his mbhd they refused him the customary 
respect. For, when he rose, nobody stirred to leave the room 
with him. Returning therefore and seating himself on the 
throne, he ordered the armed guards to put the assembled 
chiefs to death. But the guards smiling af each other disobeyed 
him. Now there were two sentinels, painted al fresco on the 
wall. Into these pictures a goddess, moved by Nanda’s merits, 
put life, upon which the sentinels, slipping out o! the wall, 
immediately put to death the disloyal chiefs. Thus the king’s 
authority was restored and soon acknowledged throughout his 
kingdom (244-252). 

Canto the Seventh. 

In a suburb of PAtaliputra lived a BrAhman called Kapila. 
Once after sunset a Jaina monk arrived at his house, and as it 
was too late to enter the town, he asked for shelter in the 
Brfihman’s house. He succeeded in converting him to .the 
Jainar faith and left him in the morning (1-13). During the 
rainy season some Jaina monks were staying in Kapila ’s house 
when a bo/ was bom to him. This child, however, was at once 
possessed of Revatt demons who were expelled by pouring 
water from the monks’ bowls on him. • Frdm this circumstance 
being i9iuni-bhdjana*lxUpdmbho*-bhisikta the ’ boy was called

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Elalpaka. He grew up a very learned and very pous man, 
who refusing offers of marriage, led the single life of a scholar 
and gained the esteem of all citizens (14-23). In a street 
where Kalpaka used to pass on his daily walks, lived a beautiful 
Brfthman ^irl. However, as she was afflicted with dropsy, 
nobody would marry her. Her father, therefore, resolved to 
cheat somebody into marriage with her, and fixed on Kalpaka 
as the man most likely to be taken in and to keep his word. 
Having sunk a well near his house, he placed the girl in it, and 
when Kalpaka passed the place, he cried for help, promising to 
marry his daughter to him who should save her. Not heeding 
‘ the second part of the Brahman's cry, Kalpaka rescued the girl. 
But then the father forced him to accept her as bride, as 
he had silently agreed to this proposition in rescuing her. 
Kalpaka, in the simplicity of his mind, thought himself bound 
by honour to marry the girl quite against his will, and did 
so after having cured *her of her disease (24-39). 

Nanda, hearing of Kalpaka’s wisdom, wanted to make him 
his minister, but could not induce him to accept his offer. He 
then closely whtehed Kalpaka, hoping by some casual trespass 
of the man he would get him in his power. Kalpaka’s life, 
however, continuing unreproachable, the king resolved by 
artifice to involve him in difficulties. He therefore ordered his 

I 

washerman, a neighbour of Kalpaka’s, never to reijum the 
clothes which Kalpaka should give him to wash. Once Kalpa- 
ka’s wife wanted her best clothes to bo washecl for a festival by 
. the king’s washerman, and her husband, though unwilling at 
first to risk his things with the fashionable washerman, ended 
by letting her have her way. Of course he could not get her 
clothes back, though he constantly called at the washerman’s 
for two years, Hi« patience l)eing worn out at last, he sw'ore 
to dye the clothes in the cheat’s blood. One night he furiously 
entered the washeriQan’s house and frightened him so much 
that the clothes were at once given to him ; how'ever, true to 
his word, he ripped open the poor man’s belly and dipped the 
clothes in his blood. The wife of the washerman pleaded in 
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vain that the king had commanded them to retain the clothes 
(40-70). 

Kalpaka becoming aware that the king had used this 
artifice in order to get him in his power, now hastened to the 
palace to appease him. To his utter astonishment f how'ever, 
he was most graciously received by the king and pressed to 
accept the post of Minister, which, in his present situation, he 
of course did not refuse. Thus the guild of w’ashermen, coming 
to the palace in order to prosecute the murderer of their 
member but finding him high in the king’s favour, had to 
return without having presented their grievances. Under Kal- 
paka as prime minister, the power and fame of Nanda attained 
its meridian (70-tS4). • 

A former minister of Nanda, and predecessor of Kalpaka, 
anxious to overthrow the minister, made friends with his 
favourite servant, and was informed by her all that was going 
on in Kaljiaka’s house. Once Kalpaka prepared the wedding 
feast for one of his sons, and intending to invito the royal 
family, had a crown, parasol, etc., prepared with which to 
present the king on this occasion. Of these <lomg8 the fallen 
minister informed Nanda, at the same time artfully rousing his 
suspicions as to Kaljmka’H treacherous designs of assuming 
himself the royal state. I’he kiifg had therefore the ministyr’s 
house thoroughly searched, and finding the information true, 
cast Kalpaka and his sons into a deep empty well. As only a 
pittance of food, hardly sufficient for one man, was daily let 
down for the prisoners, the sons resolved to give the whole of it 
to their father in order that he might save his life and revenge 
them on their enemy (S.5-104). 

The vassals of Nanda [)erceiving that Ka]])aka was no 
more, laid siege to the capital and reduced it to great distress. 
It was then that Nanda remembered the services of Kalpaka 
and deeply regretted his absence. Hearing that one of the 
prisoner^ in the well had survived, he gave order to set 
him free. 'Thus Kalpak*^ pale and weak was at last delivered 
from his prison. Seated on a palankin he was paraded on t^^e 
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walls in sight of the enemy, who, however, thinking* the whole 
thing an imposture designed to frighten them, ^renewed their 
attacks (105-115). Kalpaka proposed to the enemy to meet 
their prime minister on a boat on the Ganges. When both 
boats wese at a little distance, Kalpaka holding up part of 
a sugarcane, cut oS the joints at its bottom and top, asking by 
gestures his opponent what would become of the sugarcane.^ 
The latter was, of course, unable to guess Kalpaka’s meaning 
which was this: as the sugarcane grows at both its joints 
(sandhi), thus the K^ttriya thrive by either true or sham 
treaties (sandhi). The enemy, however, could not make a 
true treaty with Nanda, nor could they deceive him into a 
sham treaty. Therefore they would have no chance of success, 
but must perish in the contest. Kalpaka then pointed out 
to his opponent an Abhira girl, carrying on her head a pot 
of sour thick milk which was smashed by a stick. His meaning 
was, that just as the milk was spilled, the army of the 
enemy would bo scattered by him. At last Kalpaka had 
his boat rowed round and round the other to indicate that 
th^ enemy would be beaten on all sides, and then left his 
puzzled opponent. The latter returning to his party was 
obliged to confess that he could not make out the meaning 
of /Calpaka’s strange behaviotir. The enemy, being thus con- 
vinced that the formidable minister was again atcthe head 
of affairs, fled in a panic leaving behind all their train. Under 
the administration of Kalpaka, Nanda regained his power and 
severely punished Kalpaka’s enemy (116-138). 

Canto the Eighth. 

. Seven descendants of Nanda succeeded each other. Their 
ministers were the descendants of Kalpaka ; for Kalpaka had 
new offspring after the loss of his sons which has been related 
above. The minister of ^the ninth Nanda was also a descendant

of KalpaSk, ^akatftla, whose wife bore him two sons. The 
elder, Sthulabhadra, was enamoured of the courtesan 
with whom he had lived twelve years,* while the younger son, 
Silyaka, was in the king's service, whose confidence and love he 
had gained (1-10). Vararuci, a Br&hman, famous as poet, 
philosopher, and grammarian, daily attended the king's audience 
and recited one hundred and eight stanzas of his own making. 
The king, though pleased with the verses, did not reward 
the poet, because ^akaUla, a zealous Jaina, looking upon 
him as a heretic, withheld his praise. Vararuci^ therefore 
wormed himself into the favour of the minister's wife who 
induced her husband to applaud his composition. The king 
then daily gave the poet one hundred and eight dinirs (11-19). 
The minister once asked the king why he gave such sums 
to Vararuci. Nanda replied, that he did so because the 
minister himself had applauded the poet. Upon which ^akaUla 
said that he admired the verses which were not of Vararuci's 
making, but were well known by all. He could even produce 
some girls who would recite Vararuci's pretended composition. 
The minister had seven daughters, namely "f^aksA, Ya^sa- 
dattA, BhutA, BhutadattA, Knika, VenA, ami RcnA. The 
first of these could repeat anything which she had once heard, 
the second could do so after twb hearings, and so on. T^ese 
girls wei^ placed by the minister behind a curtain when Vararuci 
recited a new composition of his, and then repeated the verses 

> In the 4th and 5th Tarangas of the Kathfi Sarit HSgara are related 
some atoriee in which figure the same peraona aa in our narrative, but their 
relation to each other and the incidents differ widely from those related by 
Hemaoandra. The persons mentioned in the Kathft Sarit Sftgara are: 
Vararuci and his wife, UpakosS, the last Nanda and a false Nanda, daka< 
Wla, their minister, and his sons who starve in ardark dungeon, while 
he subsists on the scanty food permitted them, CApakya and an obscure 
antagonist of his, Subondhu and Candragupta. Very little that may

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to the kihg.^ The latter, thinking himself deceived bjr Varanici, 
stopped hU pension (20-29). The poet now ^ecretly hid a 
mlKbhine in the Gang* •which, when touched, would jerk up 
a purse of one hundred and eight dinars previously deposited 
there. Taking his morning bath in the river he used to sing a 
hymn in praise of Ganga, and moving the spring by his 
foot would catch up the purse, pretending it to be the gift 
of the goddess. The news of this apparent miracle spreading 
fast, at last reached the lung who talked about it with his 
minister. To come to the bottom of this mystery, ^aka^la set 
a spy to watch Varanici, and thus discovered the whole 
trick. He caused the purse to be abstracted from the machine 
where Varanici had deposited it in the evening. Therefore 
when on the following morning Vararuci tried, in the presence 
of the king and his minister, to play his trick again, he 
searched in vain for the purse. Then Sakata la exposed the trick 
and returned the purfle to the utterly confounded poet (30-45). 
Vararuci, impatient of his defeat, learned from the servants 
of ^akatftla everything that passed in the minister’s house. 
Once a servaAt girl told him, that at the impending wedding 
feast of Saka^la’s son, iSriyaka, the king would be among 
the guests, and that he would be presented with weapons, 
etc. Availing himself of this opportunity for his revenge, 
Vararuci engaged some boys to recite everywhere a vevse of his, 
stating that ^akatftla would kill Nanda and proclaim ^rlyaka 
king. Ere long this rumour came to the king’s knowledge, 
who, in order to find out the truth, had the minister’s house 
searched. The collection of weapons being there discovered 
confirmed the suspicion prevailing against the minister. The 
latter finding himself in disgrace and anxious to prevent the 
ruin of his w'hole, family, persuaded Srlyaka to kill him at 
the moment when he should prostrate himself before the king. 
He would at the same moment swallow a dose of strong poison, 
so that he w’ould alreaJly be dead when his head should be

The king* shocked by the atrocity of the deed, was in- 
formed by Sriyaka that in punishing a traitor whose guilt 
was proved, he had but done the duty incumbent^ on every 
servant of the king. As a reward for this uncommon loyalty, 
the king offered him the seal of the prime minister, which 
he, however, declined in favour of his elder brother. Accord- 
in^y the same offer was made to Bthulabhadra, who said 
that he would take the matter into consideration. Ordered 
to make up his mind without delay, his reflections took an 
unexpected turn; for, perceiving the vanity of the world, 
he resolved to quit its empty pleasures, and plpcking out 
his hair he acquainted the king with his resolution. The latter, 
however, suspecting the sincerity of his intention, watched 
Bthulabhadra from a window of his palace, ais he composedly 
went his way without even turning his nose when he passed 
rotting corpses. It was beyond doubt that Sthi’ilabhadra was 
no more worldly minded. He took dik^a under Sambhutavijaya 
(04-82). Srlyaka having been then installed primfe minister, 
longed to revenge the death of his father on Vararuci who' 
was now in favour with the court. For this end Srlyaka acted 
in concurrence with Kosft the couitesan with Vhom his brother 
had lived^welve years. She persuaded her sister UpakosA with 
whom Vararuci was in love at that time, to induce him to take 
to drinking liquor. This being accomplished, the minister seized 
the first opportunity that offered, to intimate to the king that 
Vararuci was a drunkard, and as the king doubted whether this 
reproach had any foundation in truth, he promised to corrob- 
orate this assertion by proof. Accordingly when on the next 
morning the court had assembled, Srlyaka l\^l beautiful lotus 
fiowers distributed among all present. But the flower given 
to Vararuci was sprinkled with a strong emetic so that by 
smelling it, he was forced to vomit the liquor he had drunk the 
night before. His guilt becoming thus notorious, he slunk from 
the court, reviled by aft. He asked the Br&hmans for a 
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prdyaScitUii and was ordered to drink molten lead, "under the 
application of which the poor wretch of course died (83-109). 

Sthulabhadra led a pious life under the guidance of Sam- 
bhOtavijaya. Once at the beginning of the rainy season, three 
monks presented themselves before Sambhutavijaya specifying 
the austerities which they intended to perform during the four 
months of the rainy season. The first monk took upon him to 
stay the whole season before a lion’s den ; the second to do so 
before the hole of a snake who killed one even by its look ; ^ the 
third would sit on a Persian wheel. When they had departed 
on their errand with the Superior’s permission, Sthulabhadra 
declare<l that he would live in the house of Kosa, the courtesan, 
without tre<ia)as8ing his vows. The Superior seeing him equal 
t(3 the task, permitted him to undertake it. Kosa, believing 
that a return of love was the cause of Sthulabhadra’s visit, 
received him with great kindness and plied him with her 
charms and conversation. But his resolution and self-restraint 
was not to bo concpiered ; on the contrary his piety made such 
an impression on her that she let herself be converted to the 
rue faith. * She vowed that henceforth she would belong to 
• one'man only, if the king should bestow her on one (109-132). 
At the end of the rainy season, the three monks returned and 
were received by the Superior with the honour due to per- 
formers of difficult austerities ; but Sthulabhadra was welcomed 
with still more marked honour and greater praise. As the 
three monks ascribed the preference shown by the Superior to 
Sthulabhadra to his partiality for the son of a minister, they 
were anxious to prove themselves his equals. On the next 
rainy season, therefore, the monk who had stayed before the 
lion’s don announced his intention to spend four months in 
Ko^ft’s house. In spite of the Superior’s objections he repaired 
to the courtesan’s house and asked her permission to stay in 
her house. K 095 , who at once guessed the ambitious monk’s 
motive, resolved to give* him a lesson. She easily conquered

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him by her charms, so that he entreated her to return his love. 
But she replied that being a courtesan her love was to be had 
only for money. In order to procure with what to pay her, the 
infatuated monk went to Nepal, the king of which country gave 
a precious shawl to every monk on his first arrival. Having 
got the king’s liberal gift the man returned. On the route by 
which he was travelling, there halted a gang of robbers who 
kept a presaging bird. ' Now, when the monk approached, the 
bird said : there comes a The robbers, keeping a sharp 

look out, were astonished to see only a monk. They searched 
him, however ; but finding nothing on him, they set him free. 
Then the bird sang out : “ there goes a lakh” Upon which the 
leader of the rolibers, anxious to learn the truth, •rccalleii the 
monk who confessed that he had concealed in his stick a precious 
shawl which he intended as a present for a courtesan. Being dis- 
missed without further interference, he hastened back to his 
beloved Kojsl and presented her \\ith *the shawl. But she 
flung it in a gutter, and told the monk who dej)rccated her 
folly, that he was a still greater fool to allow his ]>recious soul 
to sink in the mud of worldly passions. On wbiefi the monk 
rejKjnted and commenced a new life of austerities. It was al)OUt ' 
tliis time that Sambhiitavijaya died (l.Tl IfiD).

As Kos% continually praised Sthiilabhadra in his presence, 
he thought that by shoN\ing his skill he would be able to 
gain her applause. To carry out his plan, he sat clown in 
the garden and pierce I a cluster of mangoes by an arrow ;

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it by petals of flowers. She then danced on the heap without 
scattering the seeds or hurting her feet by the needle. Exceed- 
ingly pleased by this performance, her lover promised her 
any reward which she would ask and he could give. KosS, 
however, replied, that skill was nothing so very wonderful, 
since it depended merely on practice. But the deed of 
Sthulabhadra, she asserted, was of a different kind; for he 
had, of his own will, subduefl his passion and not yielded 
to the greatest temptations. The charioteer, learning who 
Sthulabhadra was, desired to serve him, and, being further 
instructed by Kosfi, adopted the Jaina faith. Kosa herself 
became a nun. About this time a famine of twelve years 
set in (170-103). 

In Canaka, a village of the Golla district, lived the 
BrShman (/anin, a devout Jaina, whose wife was Canesvarl. 
Their son, who got the name Ganakya, had all his teeth 
complete * on being bom. The monks being informed of 
this marvellous circumstance, foretold that the boy would 
become a king. Hut the father being rather of a religious turn 
of mind, deeirad to spare his ss^n a lot which he considered 
dangerous to the well-being of the inner man. Accordingly 
to remove the omen he broke out the boy’s teeth. Upon which 
the monks f<»retold that (’a^akya would govern by proxy. 
Cftnlikya, growing up and becoming learned in all sciences, 
married a poor Brahman girl. Once the wife of Cfinakya 
went to her ])arents on the wedding of her brother. There she 
met her sisters uho, being married to rich men, were fine ladies,*

Canakya, intent on making money, went to Hfi^Iiputra ; 
for ho had heard that Nanda was wont to make a very liberal 
present to renowned Brfthmana. Arrived at the court ho 
sat down on the first chair which was the king's seat. As 
Nanda’s son, entering together with the king, note 1 C/lnakya’s 
presumption, an attendant girl olTered him another chair. 
C4nakya, however, did not rise, hut put his drinking vessel 
on the second chair, his stick on the third, hi« rosary on 
the fourth, his Brahmanical coril on the fifth. Impatient 
at his arrogance, the girl in attendance kicked him from his 
scat. Upon which Ganakya, furious with rage, vowed that 
he would dethrone Nanda and destr«)v his power. He then left 
the town (215-229). 

Rememl)ering the pro])ho.sy that he should reign tlirough 
the intervention of a nominal king, he searched for a ])crs()n fit 
to play that part. Wandering about he arriveil at the village of 
the feeders of the king’s ]»eacocks {mntjuraimakn). 'Phero 
he heard that the chief’s dauj|liter, who was pregnant y^ith 
child, htftl a strange craving for drinking the moon, (’anakya 
promised to satisfy her, on condition that the child to he 
horn should he handed over to him. The parents of the 
woman agreed, hecau.se they were afrairl that if baulked in 
her desire she would miscarry. (Mnakya now cau.se 1 a shod to 
l)e constructed, the thatch of which had an ojx^ning. In the 


happened that Sulpicius was Ckinsular Tribune in the Haino year that 
Licinius was Tribune of the Plebs; and as the younger Fabia was on 
a visit to her sister, Sulpieiu.s, returning homo from the forurn with 
his lictors, alarmed the Plebeian's wife by the muse he made in entering 
the houdb. The elder sister laughed at her ignorance ; and the younger 
Fabia, stung to the quick, hiisought her husband to place her on a level 
with her proud sister. (Tawney.) 
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night when the moon shone through the opening* and was 
reflected in a bowl of milk placed below it, he led the woman 
into the shed, and ordered her to drink the milk; and as 
she drank it in her delusion, a man on the thatch of the 
siied gradually covered up the opening. Thus the woman 
was satisfied that she had drunk the moon. In due time 
she gave birth to a boy who, from the circumstance just 
related, was called Candragupta. Canakya then continued to 
wander about in quest of means for procuring money (227-241). 

Candragupta when playing with the children in his native 
village used to be acknowledged bv them as their king.' 
Canakya on hw first return to the village saw the boy, w'hom he 
did not rewgnize, playing his wonted part. In order to 
test his metal, he asked him for some present. The boy 
pointing to a lierd of cows said, he might take them ; he neetl 
not be afraid of the cowherds, as nobody w'ould dare gainsay 
him. (ISnakya, pleasfed with the pluck of the boy, learned 
from his playmates that he was Candragupta. Promising him 
a kingdom, he carried him off (242-252). With the money 
ho had acquii^d, Canakya levied troops and laid siege to 
* PAtaliputra. But his army being easily vanquished by the 
more numerous enemy, he and (’andragupta were forced to 
run away. Nanda! however, ‘sent swift horsemen in pursuit 
of them. When one of the jnirsuers had nearly reached them, 
CAnakya, to save himself and Candragupta, had recourse to 
a daring trick. Being on the !)ank of a lake, he assumed the 
posture of an ascetic, and ordered C'andragupta to ]>lunge in the 
water. The rider coming up to the spot, asked Canakya 
whether ho had seen a young man running off. (’anakya silent- 
ly pointetl to the water. Ujk)!! which the soldier began to 
put off his ariiKuir prevu)us to plunging into the water. 
C&nakva instantly seized the sword and struck off the head 
of the soldier. Ho then put Candragupta before him on the 
horse, ami continuing their flight, he asked him what^he had

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thought when he had been pointed out by him to the soldier, 
C'andragupta replied that he had thought the master would 
know best what to do, from which •answer Cftnakya gladly 
inferred that, as king, Candragupta would be an obsequious 
master to his future minister. A second horsemaq who was 
on the point of overtaking them was despatched in a similar 
way by Canakya, who this time made a washerman run away, 
by saying that the king had a grudge against his guild, and 
then resuming the work of the washerman (253-278). During 
their flight Candragupta became hungry, and Cftnakya left 
him in order to procure foo<l in the next village. On his 
way he met a priest, and asked him what he had had for 
dinner. The priest replied that he had eaten a mess of rice 
with thick milk. As (’ftnakya saw no other way to allay 
Candragupta’s hunger without, by further delay, exposing him 
to the danger of being made prisoner, he ripixnl up the priest’s 
belly, and extracting the food from the slomach gave it to the 
hungry boy (27b-28b). 

At evening they reached a village, and going a})Out in quest 
of food they came to the hut of a ]M)or old woinab vvlio had just 
prepared the supper for her children. One of them greedily 
put his finger right in the middle of the <lish, and being burnt 
l>egan to cry. She railed at htm for lK‘ing as big a fool as 
Canakyas Hearing himself alluded to in such terms, (^tnakya 
entered the house and asked the woman the nif^aning of what 
she had just said. The woman rc])lied that the child had 
burned his finger, because he would eat from the middle of 
the dish instead of from the outer part which was cool; in 
a similar w^ay Canakya had been defeate<l, }>ecau.se he *had 
not secured the surrounding country before attacking the 
stronghold of the enemy (290-296). Profiting by the advice 
thus unconsciously given him, Canakya went to Himavatkuta 

and entered into an alliance with Paryataka,* the king of

He saw there a temple of the Seven Mothers, and became 
persuaded that they were the tutelary goddesses of the 
town. When, therefore, the inhabitants, wearied by the 
long siege, asked him when the siege would be raised, he 
answered that it would be continued as long as the Seven 
Mothers were in the temple.' The credulous people, there- 
fore, removed the idols from the shrine, and at the same time 
Candragupta and Parvataka, acting on a hint from Cftnakya, 
retired with their army to some distance. But after a while, 
when tlie inhabitants were rejoicing over their regained liberty, 
they returned and took the town by surprise (301-310). After 
having devastated th*e country, the allies laid siege to P&^li- 
putra, and at last forced the enemy to capitulate. Nanda, 
throwing himself on the mercy of Canakya, was permitted to 
leave his kingdom, carrying with him all that he could place on 
one car. Accordingly he put his two wives and a daughter on 
his carriage, and loading it with treasures, he drove off. Meet- 
ing on the road with Candragifpta, the princess instantly fell in 
love with him, and on her father’s advice she selected him for 
her husband by the rite of avayamvara. She got down at once 
and began to climb into (^andragupta’s carriage, in doing which, 
however, nine spokes of the wheel broke. Candragupta would

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filled with dinars against a single dlnSr, he easily Von great 
sums as he employed forged dice. But as even^this operation 
took too much time, he hit on the following plan. He invited 
the richest merchants to a party ; when all were in their cups, 
he sang a. stanza in which he boasted of his luck, his influence 
with the king, etc., and there the musicians sounded a flourish. 
The guests, excited by the example he had set them, sang in their 
turn, stanzas in which each man boasted of his wealth. CSnakya 
thus learned the extent of their means, and used this knowledge 
to fill the king’s treasury (352-376). 

The AcSrya Susthita lived in Candragupta’s capital, when a 
famine, which lasted twelve years, forced him to send his Oana 
to some other country. Two young pupils of his, unable to bear 
the separation from their teacher, returned after a while, but soon 
severely suffered from the scarcity of food. Having learned the 
art of making themselves invisible by rubbing their eyes with a 
miraculous ointment, ‘they secretly determined to procure food 
by this art. Unseen by anybody, they entered the palace, and 
sitting by the side of the king, ate from his plate. They thus 
daily share?! the king’s dinner. But the diminution of his food 
soon told upon the king, he grew thinner every day. At last 
Oftnakya being alarmed by these symptoms, directly questioned 
the king. The lalter owned that though plenty of food was 
always set before him, he did scarcely get half of it, tht rest dis* 
appearing by some unseen cause. In order to discover it, 
CSnakya had the floor of the dining-hall strewn with a very soft 
powder, in which at the next dinner the imprints of human feet 
became visible. By this means he made sure that somebody 
was'the constant guest of the king, and he correctly guessed 
that the man must have made himself invisible by applying a 
miraculous ointment to his eyes. On the next day, therefore, 
when the king was at his dinner, Cftnakya caused the room to 
be filled with a thick, smoke which brought the tears to the eyes 
of all present. Thus the miraculous ointment beings washed 
down from the eyes of the two monks,^l;hey suddenly were seea 
sitting near the king and eating from his plate. All were 
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dumb-fotin(fed in spite of their resentment ; but CAnakya afraid 
of offending the church, addressed the intruders as heavenly 
saints and dismissed them. Candragupta thought himself 
degraded for having eaten food left over by somebody ebe, but 
Cilnakya allayed his misgivings by saying that it highly 
meritorious to feed monks. Afterwards, however, he complain- 
ed about the two monks to the Acftrya who laid the blame on 
the laity ; for, he said, by neglecting the duty of charity, they 
forced the monks to help themselves as well as they could. His 
arguments induced Cfinakya henceforth liberally to give alms to 
the monks (377-414). 

As Candragupta patronised the heretic teachers, CAnakya 
tried to persuade him that they did not deserve hLs /avour be- 
cause they were given to sensual pleasures. Though the king 
affirmed that he placed implicit trust in his minister's words, 
still he insisted on having the charge proved. Cftnakya, ac- 
cordingly, invited all heretic teachers together to expound their 
doctrines in the king’s presence. They gladly obeyed his orders, 
and were conducted to a part of the palace facing the queen's 
apartments, near which the floor was strewn with a*fino dust. 
These men finding that the king had not yet arrived, stole to 
the seraglio and glanced through the windows at the women, 
till the king came to hear their discourse. After their depar- 
ture, Caiitkya proved by the traces of their feet, that they had 
been looking at the women. The Jaina teachers, however, 
who were invited on the next day, remained in their seats from 
the beginning till the end of their visit, and this time, of course, 
the dust on the floor in front of the windows was found untouched. 
Candragupta seeing this proof of the sanctity of the Jaina 
teachers, henceforth made them his spiritual guides (415-435). 
On C&nakya’s order, the food of Candragupta was mixed with 
a gradually increased dose of poison, so that in the end even 
the strongest poison had no effect ujwn him. Once the queen 
DurdharA who was big with child was dining with the king, 
when CAnakya came upbn them. Observing that the poison 
almost instantly killed the queen, he ripped open her womb and 
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extracted the child. He had been nearly too late ; for already 
a drop (bindu) of the poison had reached the bpy*8 head, who, 
from this circumstance,* was called Bindusara. In ripe age he 
was placed on the throne by Canakya on the decease of his 
father who died by aamddhi (436-445). 

Cftnakya had adopted Subandhu as his colleague, but this 
ambitious man anxious to become prime minister himself, 
warned Bindusara not to trust Canakya, because he had ripped 
open the belly of the queen, his mother. The king, learning on 
inquiry, that this charge against Canakya w'as true, began to 
hate him. The fallen minister, however, feeling that his life, 
was drawing to its close, and being therefore indifferent to 
worldly interests, resolved that after his decease his enemy 
should not enjoy his victory. He laid his plan in the following 
way : Having j)ronounced strong spells over ex(juisite ]ierfume8 
he placed them, together with some lines written on hhurjapatra, 
in a well-varnished casket : this he put in a chest, which he 
carefully lo(?ked and hid in his house. Having done this, he 
distributed his riches among the ])oor, and retired to a dunghill 
near the {own, there to starve himself to death. About this 
time the king, who had learned the <letails of his mother’s death, 
repented of His inconsiderate ingratitude towards the benefactor 
of his race, and went to ( .anlikya, imploring him to resume his 
office. But finding him firm in his purpose, the king Vented his 
anger on Subandhu, wdio pleaded his innocence and offered to 
pacify Citnakya. He actually visited him, but while he made a 
show of paying his compliments to him, he contrived to put a 
faintly burning charcoal among the dry dung. The dunghill 
soon caught fire, and the great minister was consumed in its 
flames (446-466). 

C.\NTo THE Ninth. 

With the king’s consent Subandhu took possession of 
Cftnakya’s house. Searching it for hidden treasures,, he came 
on the chest and forced its locks ; it yielded the casket. When 
he had burst it open, a delicious smell spread about, which he 
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eagerly inhaled. At last he found the bhUrjapatm, which he 
supposed to contain the inventory of the looked-for treasure. 
But he was greatly alarmed by the perusal of the lines written 
on it ; for they briefly stated that whoever, not leading the life 
of an ascetic, should smell the perfume must die by it. Su- 
bandhu tried the effect of the perfume on somebody else, and 
as that man died, though he was plie<l with all sorts of antidotes, 
he saw no other way of escaping a similar lot, but to turn 
monk. But as he conformed to monastic life in appearance 
only, he became the object of contempt wherever he went 
(1-13). 

On BindusSra’s decease, his son Asoka-srI ascende<l the 
throne. He sent his son and presumptive heir, K>in«la, to 
Ujlajinl, there to be brought up. When the prince was eight 
years old, the king wrote (in Prakrit) to the tutors that Kunala 
should begin his studies (^^iJ'S). One of Asoka’s wives who 
wanted to secure the succession to her dwn son being then 
present took up the letter to read it, and secretly putting a dot 
over the ^ changed into i.e., “he must bo 

blinded.” ' Without re-reading the letter, the king Sealed and 
despatched it. The clerk in UjjayinI was so shocked by the 
contents of the letter, that he was unable to read it aloud 
to the prince. KunSla, therefore, seized the lAter and read the 
cruel Bent«»»ce of his father. Considering that as yet no Maurya 
prince had liisobeyed the chief of the house, and unwilling 
to set a bad example, he stoutly put out. his eyesight with an 
hot iron. Great was the king’s grief when these news reache<l 
him. For ho dearly loved KunSla, and he had intended him 
for his successor. But now he had to give up what hopes aUd 
plans he had formed ; for Kunila’s blindness definitely disablcl 
him from reigning. The king gave him a riph village on the 
revenue of which he might comfortably live, and placed the son 
of the rival queen in the residency of UjjayinI (U-34). 

In the course of time ^aracchrl, the wife of KunSla, bore

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him a son for whom he decided to secure the succe'ssion. Dis- 
guised as a minstrel he went to Pfttaliputra and won the hearts 
of the people by his fine voice. At last the king heard of the 
famous blind minstrel, and ordered him to perform in his 
presence.. Kunftla, exhibiting his art, sung a lay to that effect 
that Ai^oka’s blind son claimed his penny (kdkinl). On the 
king’s question who he was, he made himself known. The king 
pushing aside the curtain behind which he had been concealed, 
now recognised and tenderly embraced his son. He promised 
to grant him whatever he should ask. Kunftla merely repeated 
that he claimed his “penny.” Being then informed by the 
ministers that princes denoted the kingdom by “ penny,” Asoka 
sadly objected that being blind Kunftla never could ascend the 
throne. Thereupon the latter said, he claimed the kingdom not 
for himself, but for his son. “ When ”, cried the king, “ has a son 
been born to you ? ” “ Just now ” {mmprati) was the answer. 
Samprati, accordingly, was named Kunftla’s son, and, though a 
baby in arms, he was anointed Asoka’s successor, after whose 
demise he ascended the throne and became a powerful monarch. 
Samprati ^as a staunch Jaina (35 -.54). 

^A dreadful dearth prevailing about this time forced the 
monks to emigrate as far as the seaside. During these unsettled 
times they neglected their regular studies, so that the sacred 
lore was on the point of falling into oblivion. The Sangha 
therefore reassembling in PaUliputra when the famine was 
over, collected the fragments of the canon which the monks 
happened to recollect, and in this way brought together eleven 
angas. In order to recover the Dr^tivftda, the Sangha sent 
twd monks to Bhadrabfthu in Nepal commanding him to join 
the Council. Bhadrabfthu, however, declined to come, as he 
had undertaken the mahaprana vow which it would take twelve 
years to carry out ; but after that period he w'ould in a short 
time teach the whole of the Drativftda. Upon receiving this

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answer, th^ Sangha again despatched two monks who should 
ask BhadrabShu what penalty he incurred who disobeyed 
the Sangha. If he should answer: ** excommunication," 
then they should reply that such was to be his punishment. 
Everything coming about as foreseen, Bhadrabfihu requested, 
that out of consideration for his vow, the Sangha should 
send him some clever monks to whom he would daily deliver 
seven lessons at suitable times. Accordingly five hundred 
monks, with Sthulabhadra as their leader, were sent to 
Bhadrabfihu. But all of them, except Sthulabhadra, becoming 
tired by the slowness of their progress, soon fell off ; Sthula- 
bhadra alone stayed out the whole term of his master’s vow. 
At the end of it he had learned the first ten Purvas ^55-70). 

The seven sisters ' of Sthulabhadra, paying their reverence 
to Bhadrabfihu after his arrival in Pfi^liputra, asked him 
where their brother stayed, and were directed to some temple. 
On their approach Sthulabhadra transformed himself into a 
lion, in\ order to gratify his sisters with the sight (^f a miracle. 
Of course the frightened girls ran back to the gvru to tell him 
that their brother had been devoure<l by a lion. BliadrabAhu, 
however, assured them that their brother was alive, and so 
they found him on their return to the temple. The eldest of 
the sisters then proceeded to givediim the folfowing account of 
their adveiitures (77-83), 

f^rlyaka who had entered the order together with his sisters 
was too w'eak to keep the prescribed fasts. She had, therefore, 
tried to accustom him to them by making him pn3mi8e to pro- 
tract his fast from one term to another and again to another ; 
but his strength at last gave way and he died. She Had 
reproached herself with having caused his death, and though 
the Sangha had declared her free from all guilt, she would not 
be satisfied without an absolving sentence from a Jina. The 
Sangha, therefore, by joining in a common .penance, induced a 
^fisanadevatfi to carry her to Simandtarasvftmin. This Jina

had not only confirmed her innocence, but had also ‘taught her 
four sacred texts : the BhavanS Vimukti, Ratikal^a, and Vicitra- 
caryS. On her return to the Sangha, who had remained in 
the same posture (knyotsarga) for the whole time, she communi- 
cated these texts to the community. The first two texts were 
added to the Acaranga Sutra, the remaining two to the Da^a- 
vaik&lika Sutra (S4-100). 

When his sisters had left Sthulabhadra, ho went to Bhadra- 
bahu for his daily lesson. But the latter refused to teaeh 
him any more, as he had become unworthy of it. Sthulabhadra 
replied that lie remembered no sin since his ordination, but on 
being reminded by him of what he had done, he fell at his feet 
and imploserl his forgiveness. Bhadrabahu, however, would 
not take up his instruction. Even the whole Sangha could 
only with great difficulty overcome his reluctance. He at last 
consented to teach Sthulabhadra the rest of the Pilrvas on the 
condition only that they (viz., the four last Purvas) should not 
be handed down by him to anybody else. On Bkidrabahu^s 
dmth, I7(i years after the. Nirvdiia, Sthrdal)hadra became the 
head of the church (lfil-113). 

Canto the Tenth. 

SthfUabhadra* once visitmg Sravastl preached there in a 
suburban park. In the crowd of faithful hearers ho ijiissed his 
old friend Dlianadeva, and to inquire after him he went to his 
house. Dhaucsvarl, his friend’s wife, received him with deep 
respect, and told him that her husband had lost all he possess- 
ed and was now travelling about as a trader. Sthulabhadra 
know ing by his superior know ledge that an immense treasure 
was hidden below’ a pillar of the house, stretched out his hand 
in that direction, saying, lk>, such is this house, such your 
husband’s trade, and such is this”! Repeating these words 
again he left the house and went elsewhere (1-23). 

On his return Dhanadeva rejoiced to hear of Sthulabhadra ’s 
visit, all details of which greatly in^rested him. When the 
strange words and gestures of his holy friend were related to 
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Iiim, he gttessed at once their true meaning, and dug up the 
pillar 80 significantly pointed at by his friend. Of course *he 
found there such a treasure that he became one of the richest 
men. In order to thank his benefactor, he went to PAUliputra, 
and was converted by him to the Jaina faith (24-35). 

Sthulabhadra had two disciples, Mahagiri and Suhastin. 
Because they were brought up by the YaksftryA,^ the word 
arya was prefixed to their names. They were taught by 
Sthulabhadra the ten Purvas — for the last four Purvas he 
was forbidden to teach. After their teacher’s decease they 
succeeded to his place (36-40). 

Canto the Eleventh. 

After some time Mahftgiri made over his disciples to 
Suhastin and lived as a Jinakalpikay though the Jinakalpa had 
by that time fallen into disuse. Preaching everywhere the Law 
he came to PftUliputra (1-5). 

The merchant Vasubhuti, who had l>oon converted by 
Suhastin, did his utmost to bring over his kinsmen to his 
new faith; but they would not be converted without the 
concurrence of an AcSrya. Suhastin, therefore, yielding to the 
entreaties of Vasubhuti, came to the house of the latter, and 
l>egan to expound the Law. .Aist then Mahagiri, chancing 
to enter #ie same house, Suhastin, with marked deference, rose 
and greeted him to the utter astonishment of Vasubhuti who 
could not imagine that anybody did rank above Suhastin. The 
latter, however, declared MahAgiri to be the holiest of men 
because of his austerities ; for he did only eat the offal of food, 
and if he could not get that, he would not break his fast. 
After this interruption Suhastin accomplished the conversion of 
Vasubhuti, and returned to his place (6-15). 

On Vasubhuti’s suggestion his kinsmen always kept some 
remnants of their meals in store for Mahagiri, in case he should 
beg at tj^eir doors. The saint, however, by flint of his superior

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knowledge perceived at once that the alms offered him were 
ux^ceptable, because they were especially reserved for him. 
He, therefore, severely rebuked Suhastin for having caused this 
nuisance, but at last he forgave him on his promise never to 
give him any more annoyance {ld-22). 

During a visit of Suhastin in UjjayinI a procession of 
JlvantasvAmin’s image took place. Suhastin and Mahagiri, 
having come to that town, followed the sacred car together 
with the whole community. When the procession passed the 
palace, Samprati intently regarded Suhastin, whose very 
prepossessing appearance struck him as having been familiar to 
him in some far off period. But while he racked his memory, 
he suddenjy swooned. With his returning breath came the 
remembrance of his meeting with Suhastin in his preceding life. 
Eagerly hastening to, and prostrating himself before him, 
he professed his faith. On his question whether Suhastin also 
did recognise him, the latter answered in the affirmative and 
proceeded to relate their former meeting (23-38). Once, he 
said, he and MahAgiri were staying in KausAmbl. Although 
there was* then a dearth, the laity continued to provide the 
monks with food. When on some day they returned from their 
begging tour, a starving vagabond begged food of them. They 
excused themseRes, however, by saying that they could do 
nothing without the consent of their superior. The cragabond, 
therefore, went up to Suhastin who, foreseeing that this man in 
future times, would become a patron of the church offered him 
food on condition that he should first take the vows. Complying 
with this demand, the beggar received plenty of food ; but he 
goi|;ed himself with it to such a degree that he was suffocated. 
He died in the following night, and was bom again as Kunftla’s 
son, the present king Samprati (39-54). 

The king looking up to Suhastin as his greatest benefactor, 
was converted by him to the true faith, and henceforth strictly 
performed all duties enjoined to the laity. He further showed 
his zeal by causing Jina temples to be erected over the whole of 
Jambudvipa (56-66). 
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Durihg Suhastin’s stay in Ujjayinf» and under his direotion, 
splendid reli^ous festivals and processions in honour 0 / the 
Arhat were celebrated, and great was the devotion manifested 
by the king and his subjects on this occasion. The example 
and advice of Samprati induced his vassals to embrace and 
patronise his creed, so that not only in his kingdom but also in 
the adjacent countries the monks could practise their religion 
(66-83). 

In order to extend the sphere of their activity to uncivil- 
ized countries, Samprati sent there messengers disguised as 
Jaina monks. They described to the })eople the kind of food 
and other requisites which monks may accept as alms, enjoining 
them to give such things instead of the usual tax to the revenue 
collectors who would visit them from time to time. Of course 
these revenue collectors were to be Jaina monks. Having thus 
prepared the way for them, he induced the Superior to send 
monks to those countries, for they would find it in no way im- 
possible to live there. Accordingly missionaries were sent to 
the Andhras and Dramilas, who found everything as the king 
had told. Thus the uncivilized nations were brouglit under the 
infiuence of Jainism (89-102). 

Remembering that in his preceding life he had been a 
starving beggar, Samprati gave order that at the gates of the 
town the needy should Iw suppliecl with food and drink. The 
remnants of the food which the cooks used to eat themselves, 
he caused to bo reservecl for the monks, and compensated the 
cooks with money. Such was the religious zeal of the king, 
that he ordered the merchants to give the monks gratis all 
things they should ask for, and to draw on the royal treasury 
for the value of the goods. It may be imagined that the mer- 
chants did not hesitate to obey the ]il>eral king’s order (103- 
112 ). 

Although the alms with which tl\e monks were thus 
supplied are expressly forbidden by the rules of the church, 
Suhastin, afraid to ofifei^d the zealous king, dared not make any 
opposition. Mahftgiri, therefore, severely blamed Suhastin, and 
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resolved definitely to separate from him. For, as he* said, there 
was an old prophecy that after Sthidabhadra the conduct of 
the Jainas would deteriorate. Accordingly after saluting the 
image of Jlvantasvamin he left Avanti and went to the Tlrtha 
Gajendrapada, i.e., the footprints of the elephant on which 
Indra rode to attend the sermon of the last Arhat when he 
converted Dasarnabhadra.^ There, starving himself to death, 
he reached fwarga. Samprati dying at the end of his reign, 
during which he continued a patron of the Jainas, became a 
god and at last he will reach Siddhi (113-127). 

Suhastin, returning after an absence of some time to 
UjjayinI in order to pay homage to Jlvantasvamin, sent two of 
his pupils into the town to procure lodgings. A merchant's 
wife, llhadra, offered them a spacious stable of which Suhastin 
gladly took jwssession. While in the evening he repeated the 
Nalinigulma Adhyayana to the monks assembled in the stable, 
Avantisukumala, Bhadra’s son, amused himself with his wives 
on the top of the house. Listening to Suhastin ’s description of 
the Nalinigulma, he smldenly remembered having in a former 
existence lived as a god in tluit realm. He went down to 
Suhastinland asked him for dlksha, in order that on his death 
ho might return to that delightful place. Suhastin refused to 
comply with his wish on acctfimt of the young man’s delicate 
health]; but as the latter persevered, he ordered hiii first to 
obtain the consent of his relations, which, however, was with- 
held from him. Avantisukiimala, therefore, of his own will, 
plucking out his hair and assuming the appearance of an 
ascetic, present e<l himself before Suhastin who in order to 
prevent such irregularities, consented to ordain him in due form 
(12S-148). 

As Avantisukumahi’s constitution remlered him unable 
long to sustain the hard life of an ascetic, he at once asked and

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got permission to end his earthly career by self-starvation. He, 
therefore, went to a Kantharika grove in a burial-ground,* his 
delicate feet bleeding as he walked on, and there laid down in 
religious contemplation. Meanwhile a female jackal with her 
young ones lickctl the bloody footprints, anti following them 
came up to Avantisukumala. The hungry beast now began to 
gnaw the feet, to cat the legs, to fcetl on the entrails of the 
young monk who. out of compassion with all living beings, did 
not chase away his tormentors. Dying at last, his soul was 
transferred to the Nalinigulma while the gods celebrated a festi- 
val over his corp.se (14b 102). 

The wives of Avantisukumala, learning from Suhastin the 
death of their Inisband, communicated the sat! U) Uhadra, 
who, l)ewailing the lot of her son, went to the burying ]>laco. 
Having burnt her son’s corpse on tlu* bank of the Si])ra, she 
and her daughtors-iii-law took the vows \vith the o.\ce]>tion of 
one who was l)ig with child. The son, to \\hom the last-men- 
tioned widow gave birth, built a inagnilicent shrine on the spot 
where his father so manfully had faced death. This (empk* .still 
exists famous in the world as the temple of Mahakala. 

In the course of time Suhastin lc*ft this world starving 
himself to death and entered heaven I7H). 

(an TO TMK Twelfth. 

In the line of Suhastin,' Vajrasvamin becaim; the head of the 
church. In Tumbavana, a village in the Avantl district, there 
lived about that time a pious layman, Dhanagiri, who luid nnwie 
up his mind to become a monk. Whenever, therefore, his 
parents would marry him to some girl, he informeil her family 
of his intention. In spite of this discouragement, tin* mcndiant

With the exception of the liv«t one all thcHO )H.*rBoii» liguro lu tic? follow- 
ing narrative. 
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Dhanap&la*8 daughter, Sunandft, whose brother Arya ^amita 
had* been ordained by Simhagiri, insisted upon jpecoming the 
wife of Dhanagiri. Soon after the marriage she became big with 
child, the soul of which was that of a Vaisramana Samanika god 
who, on the As^pada hill, had listened to Gautamasvamin’s 
delivering the Pundarlkadhyayana. Upon this, Dhanagiri, true 
to his purpose, left his wife and was ordained by Simhagiri 
( 1 - 20 ). 

Sunandft in due time gave birth to a boy who was endowed 
with preternatural gifts. A short time after his having come 
into the world, he overheard the conversation of the ladies who 
attended his lying-in mother, and learned from it that his 
father had become a monk. Though still a baby he desired to 
share his father’s lot. He, therefore, did his utmost to tire out 
his mother’s patience by continually crying, notwithstanding all 
sorts of artifices which were employed to amuse him (21-30). 

Six months after the boy’s birth, Simhagiri came to that 
place together with his disciples Dhanagiri and Arya iSamita. 
Just when the two disciples asked Simhagiri’s permission to 
visit their relations, he happened to observe a good omen. 

* Accordingly he enjoined them to accept whatever should be 
offered them. As soon as the two monks arrived at Sunand&’s 
house, her relations, who were thoroughly tired of the trouble- 
some boy, advised her to get rid of her burden by leaving him 
to the care of his father. Dhanagiri gladly carried off his son, 
after he had been legally made over to him before witnesses 
(31-44). 

The boy, ceasing at once to cry, was brought by the two 
monks to Simhagiri. But he was so preternaturally heavy that 
his father’s anus wore quite stiff from carrying him, and Simha- 
giri, too, who afterwards took him up, was scarcely able to hold 
him. He thought that he had a thunderbolt in his hands, for 
with reason the boy got the name of Vajra, i.e., thunderbolt. 
The nuns gave him in charge of the women in their lodging, 
under whose care he grew up an exemplary boy and became 
the favourite of all who knew him. When Sunandft saw him so 
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different frdm what he had been, she reclaimed him as her owp. 
But the women to whom the Vajra had been entrusted, would 
not give up their charge ; they allowed, however, the mother 
to see and nurse her boy in their own houses (45-68). 

In the Acalapura district between the rivers Kany/I and 
Purnft there lived some Brihmanical ascetics of the TApasa 
sect. One of them, anointing his feet with a magical imguent 
which enabled him to walk on the water as if it were dry land, 
used to visit the town to the wonder and astonishment of the 
inhabitants. On the strength of this miracle, the real cause 
of which he concealed, he maintained the superiority of his 
religion and abused Jainism. Arya ^amita, therefore, who 
discerned the nature of his deceit, was anxious to Hl\pw him up 
as an impostor and to vindicate the true faith. On his advice a 
rich ^r&vaka invited the TApasa to a splendid dinner, and 
in apparent devotion, l)egged to wash his feet. He rubbed the 
feet so thoroughly that no atom of the magical ointment was 
left on them. Accordingly, when after the dinner the TApasa, 
trusting that not all the ointment was gone, attempted to cross 
the river as usual, he at once sunk down in the water, hooted 
and laughed at by the crowd on the shore. Ary a i^amita 
then i)ade the banks of the river meet, and thus stepped on the 
opposite shore. This miracle made such dn impression on 
the TApasas that they changed religion and became Jaina monks. 
They are mentioned in the scriptures under the name of Brahma- 
dvipikas, because they lived in Brahmadvlpa (69-99). 

During a visit of Dhanagiri to his native place, SunandA 
reclaimed her boy who was then three years old. But the 
father was not willing to surrender Vajra to her, as she had 
of her own will given up all rights in her child. The king, 
to whom the case at last was referred, declared that the boy 
should belong to the party whose call he would obey. The 
monks being placed on the right hand of the king, and SunandA 
on the left, it was decided that the 'mother should first try 
her chance. In vain she 'tried to allure the boy with playthings, 
promised him everything, implored him to come to her : Vajra 
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di4 not stir from his place. But when, in his turn* Dhanagiri 
toCl him to take up the broom, if he had once wuhed to become 
a monk, Vajra at once obeyed, and getting on his father’s 
knees never so much as took off his eyes from the broom. 
Sunands was deeply distressed by the ruin of her hopes and 
by the prospect of her loneliness; for her brother and her 
husband were already monks, and her son would become one in 
time. She, therefore, resolved to retire from the world, and 
entered the order. Vajra was brought up by the nuns, from 
whom' he, without effort, acquirefl the knowledge of the Angas ; 
but in his eighth year he was transferred to the care of the 
monks (100-138). 

During a journey to AvantI, on which Vajra accompanied 
his guru, a heavy shower of rain drove them to the shelter of a 
Yaksa shrine. Some Jrimbhaka gods, friends of Vajra in a 
former life, thought his present situation an opportunity for 
putting his character to the test. Producing by magic an 
encampment in which all sorts of goods were laid out, they 
assumed the form of merchants and invited the Acftrya to get 
his alms fVom them. The latter, however, sent Vajra who 
presently returned, because nearly imperceptible drops of rain 
were still falling. The gods then caused the rain entirely 
to cease, upon which Vajra again sallied out to collect alms. 
But from the nature of things offered and the demeansur of the 
donors, he inferred the latter to be gods from whom he, as a 
Jaina monk, was not allowed to accept alms. Being pleased 
with the correctness of his conduct, the gods made themselves 
known to him and gave him the Vaikriya speU. On another 
occasion the gods disguised as merchants offered him pots 
filled with gh%. But Vajra again found out who the donors 
were and refused the alms. This time he was rewarded by the 
Aka^ag^minl spell* (139-160).

* The possession of magic spells appears ,to be attributed td Vajra in 
the legends, because the sign of the Vajra is made much use of by the 
professors of the occult art. 
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Vajra’s memory was such that he soon had mastered the 
whole canon ; still he hid hjs knowledge from his superiors, and 
behaved so that he was considered rather a lazy scholar. Once 
when the monks had gone out and had left him to mind 
their lodging, he arranged the cushions of the monks in a circle 
round him, and sitting down in the centre, recited some parts 
of the scriptures as if he was teaching. Meanwhile the guru 
returned and overheard Vajra. He at once became aware thfid* 
he had been thoroughly mistaken about the boy, who was indeed 
master of almost the whole sacred lore. In order not to surprise 
Vajra, he went back some distance and made a noise to apprise 
Vajra of his coming. When he entered, everything was in its 
proper place, and Vajra came forward to wash his superiors 
feet (160-178). 

The guru now resolved to place Vajra in the position 
amongst his fellow disciples which he deserved. He therefore 
went on a journey for some days, appointing Vajra as his 
substitute. The monks dared not protest, and installed Vajra 
as their teacher. To their utter astonishment he delivered the 
different texts with great readiness, and performe*! his duty 
so well that the monks profited more by a few of his lessons 
than by a long course of study. They not only admitted as 
much to the Acfirya on his return, but also begged him to gjive 
them Vdjra for their teacher. The guru^ however, objected 
l)ecau8e Vajra had acquired his knowledge piecemeal. He, 
therefore, taught him the sacred scriptures in their regular 
order and imparted him all the knowledge he possessed (179- 
207). 

Simhagiri who went to Ha^pura, remembering that 
Bhadragupta in UjjayinI was master of the ten Purvas, sent 
Vajra to him that he might complete his knowledge of the 
sacred books. In the night after his arrival in UjjayinI, which 
Vajra passed outside the town, Bhadragupta dreamed that 
his bo>^l filled with milk was emptied by a stranger. He, 
therefore, told his disci^es, who in vain tried to interpret his * 
ddsam, that somebody would arrive who would learn from him 
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the sacred lore. Soon afterwards Vajra arrived, an(f was most 
cordially received by Bhadragupta, who readily imparted to 
him the knowledge of the ten Purvas. The object of Vajra’s 
mission having been accomplished in a short time he returned 
to Dasapura and joined his guru. The latter permitted him to 
teach the Purvas, which dvent the gods celebrated by showering 
down a rain of flowers. Simhagiri, after having made over 
to Vajra his gana, put an end to his earthly career by self- 
starvation. Vajrasvamin then travelling about in company 
with five hundred monks preached the Law ; wherever he went, 
he was admired and praised by all (208-241). 

RukminI, the daughter of the merchant Dhana in P&Uli- 
putra, heard the nuns, who were lodged in the stable of her 
parents’ house, continually singing the praises of Vajra. By 
this she was so impressed in his favour that she vowed to 
marry none but him. If she could not get him for her husband, 
she said, she would enter the order to share his lot (242-250). 

About that time Vajra accompanied by many monks went 
to P/I^liputra. The king of that town hastened to meet him> 
but he coul(l not make him out in the crowd of his followers, 
for all of them appeared to him to be beings of a higher order. 
When Vajra was pointed out to him, he humbly bowed to him 
and attentively listened to his sermon. Returning to the 
seraglio, he related to the queens his meeting with the saint, 
and easily induced them to pay a visit to Vajra (251-272). 

Rukmint, who had heard of Vajra’s arrival, implored 
her father Dhana now to give her in marriage to Vajra. 
Dhana, therefore, had her splendidly decked out and took 
enorfnous treasures with him in order to make Vajra accept 
his offer (272-2S0). 

On the preceding day Vajra had been preaching, and 
the people were so much impressed by his many accomplish- 
ments that they woiuiered what would be the effect, if Vajra’s 
outward appearance were in harmony with his mental ^perfec- 
tion. The saint who had reduced his nqiural splendour in order 
not to cause any disturbance, was aware of the thoughts of the 
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people ; assuming therefore his tnie form, he appeared seated 
on a l)eautiful^ lotus; but after having produced a greal 
sensation, he prudently resumed a more humble appearance. 
Thus the king and all the people came to know of Vajra's 
magical powers (280-291), 

Dhana then addressed V^ajra and offered him his daughter, 
at the same time promising him great riches as Rukminl's 
dowry. Vajra, however, smilingly declined the offer, but he 
advise<l the noble girl to become a nun. Hukmini of course 
did as she w'as bidden, and many besides her were awakened 
to the knowledge of truth (292-30(5). 

Vajra, who possessed the Pa<lanusriti Vidyft since his very 
birth, extracted from the MahAparijfta Ad hy ay ana of the 
Acarftnga Sutra the Ak&sagaminf Vidyft^ which enabled him 
to go through the air wherever he listed ; but he resolved to 
keep the knowledge of it to himself (307-310). 

Once when Vajra travelled in Northern India a dreadful 
famine caused incredible distress ; the people were starving, the 
country swarmed with famished vagalx)nds, and the monks 
could scarcely obtain any alms. As the »Sangha iraploVed Vajra 
to save the faithful, ho produced by magic a very largo carpet 
on which ho bade all monks stand. The carj)et flew up in 
the air with the Kangha assembled on it.* At that moment 
Datta, a lal^'man, who had been Vajra’s host, cried to be taken 
with the rest, tearing out his hair, so that he might Imj regarded 
as a monk. Vajra, out of consideration for the man’s religious 
zeal, made him ascend the magical carpet, which then pursued 
its journey, while the gods and genii of the upper regions

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hastened to worshii^ the saint. At last the carpet landed 
the travellers in the town Puri (311-334). 

The king of that town was a Buddhist, and so were part of 
the inhabitants, while the majority of them were Jainas. As 
the two rival sects were continually competing with each other, 
the Jainas, being richer than their rivals, bought up all flowers 
so that the Buddhists could get none to offer in their temples. 
But the Buddhists induced the king to issue a strict order that 
no flowers should be sold to the Jainas. In this calamity 
the latter entreated Vajra to help them ; for the Paryusana- 
parvan was drawing near, when the laity used to worship 
the images of the Arhats with flowers (335-350). 

Promising his aid, Vajra went through the air to the town 
' of Mahedvara, and entering the park of Hutftsana he met 
the gardener Tadit who was a friend of his. Feeling greatly 
honouretl by Vajra’s visit, the gardener inquired with what 
he could serve him, and being told that flowers were wanted, he 
promised twenty lakhs of flowers. Vajra ordered him to have 
them ready against his return, and then flew through the air to 
the Him&Ikya, and thence to the Padmahrada, the residence of 
^rldevl. There he met the goddess who held in her hand 
a lotus to worship the gods with, but she gladly gave it to 
Vajra when he aSked for it (361-374). 

Returning to Hutasana’s park he produced «by magic 
a divine car, in which he placed the lotus given by ^rl, and 
round it the twenty lakhs of flowers brought together by 
his friend Tadit. Accompanied by the Jrmbhaka gods in their 
cars, whom he had called up to attend him on his journey 
through the air, he travelled towards Purl. When he and 
his train were just above the town, the Buddhists believed that 
the gods descended from heaven to worship the Buddha images. 
But great was their disappointment when the celestial train 
landed in a Jaina temple. Never has the Paryuganfiparvan 
been celebrated with such splendour as then at Purl. The 
miracles just related induced the king and his subjects to 
embrace the Jaina faith (375-388). 
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Canto the Tribtbsnte. 

^In Datopura, the capital of king Audr&yana, lived a 
Brfthman Somadeva with his wife Rudrasomft who professed the 
Jaina religion. They had two good sons, Aryaraksita and 
Phalguraksita, whom their father taught everything he could 
teach. To continue his studies Aryaraksita went to PftUliputra, 
where he acquired a thorough knowledge of the fourteen 
sciences. When he returned to Daiiapura, the king put him on 
an elephant and thus brought him into the town. All his 
relations were very proud of him and loaded him with presents 
(1-14). He had, however, not yet seen his mother, whom 
he believed to be in a transport of joy at the success and 
honour which he had won through his learning. Attired in his 
best clothes, with brilliant ornaments laid out on his body^ 
he paid his mother a visit ; but she returned his filial greeting 
in rather a distant way, as if he had been an ordinary visitor, 
and not her darling son who had returned as a famous scholar. 
For, she said, all his learning would not save his soul. Why 
should she rejoice ? If he would please her, ho should study 
the Drstiva^la. But he must first become a Jaina, because only 
the ^ramanas knew the DrstivAda. Aryaraksita, whom the 
very name DrstivAda struck as something goo(J, asked where he 
could find a teacher of it. His mother replied that in their 
sugar plantation stayed one, called Tosaliputra, who would 
teach him the Drstiv&da. To him he promised to go the 
first thing in the morning, and during the whole night he could 
think of nothing but the Drstivada (15-40). 

At dawn Aryaraksita set out on his journey, and met 
a friend of his father who had come to present him with nine 
stalks of sugarcane and part of a tenth. The man was greatly 
rejoiced when he recognised Aryaraksita, and offered his 
present. But the scholar sent him on to his mother’s, and

The same in the Chdrni and ^ikS of the 
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bade him to deliver the present to her and to tell her what had 
happened. His mother thought, when she heard of her son’s 
meeting, that this augured well, and she guessed from the 
number of the sugarcanes that her son would learn nine Purvas 
and part of the tenth. SiiUilar were Aryarak^ita’s forebodings 
while he pursued his walk (40-54). 

Arrived at the muntis* residence, Aryaraksita waited till 
a ^rftvaka, called Daddhara, came and entered before him. 
Unacquainted with the forms which the ^ravakas observed 
in coming to their gurus^ he watched the man as he thrice 
made the Naisedhikl, uttered the Airyftpathikft , and bowing to 
the Acfiryas and SSdhus sat down, and imitated him in every- 
thing. But, as he omitted to greet Daddhara also, the AcSrya 
became at once aware that he had to deal with a proselyte. 
Learning on enquiry that he was the renowned Aryaraksita, and 
that he was desirous of learning the Dretivada, the Acarya 
promised to be his teacher on condition that he should enter the 
order. Aryaraksita was willing to do so at once, but he induced 
the monks to remove their residence ; for he was afraid that the 
king and* the people would importune him to leave the order. 
This was the first case that the Jainas were guilty of seduc- 
ing disciples of other sects. Aryaraksita became a pioas monk, 
and he readily as^quired all knowledge that his Acarya po8.ses8ed 
(56-85). But when he was told that Vajra in Purl^knew more 
of the Drstivfida than his teacher, he resolved to join Vajra. 
On his journey he met, in UjjayinI, Vajra’s old teacher Bhadra- 
gupta, who gave him a most cordial reception, and even put 
himself under his spiritual guidance during the penances which 
were to end his earthly career. Bhadragupta moreover advised 
him never to stay together with Vajra under the same roof ; for 
if he did, he would of a certainty soon follow Vajra in death 
(86-93). 

When his presence in UjjayinI was no longer required after 
Bhadragupta’s decease; he went on to Purl, where he put up for 
the night outside the town. In the very same ni^ht Vajra 
had a dream, that his alms bowl dlled with milk was nearly 
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emptied by a Btranger* only a small rest of milk being left. 
From this dream he foretold the monks that some one already 
much advanced in the Purvas would become his disciple, to 
whom he would deliver his knowledge of the Purvas except 
a small part of it. In the morning Aryaraksita waited on 
Vajra, who knew his name when he heard that he was Tosali- 
putra’s disciple. He objected, however, to his staying separate 
from him because a teacher should instruct only such pupils 
who live with him. But when Aryaraksita told him that he 
had acted on Bhadragupta’s advice, he consented to teach 
him. Then Aryaraksita began his studies and in a short 
time had mastered nine Purvas. It was when he learned 
the yamakas of the tenth Purva, that the course of, his studies 
was interrupted (94-109). For alK)ut this time a letter from 
Aryaraksita’s parents arrived which entreated him to return. 
Still he remained with his teacher, because he desired to 
complete his studies first. The fond parents then sent their 
ybunger son Phalguraksita who urged their request with 
no better success at first. When he said that their relations 
waited only for him to take diksha, Aryaraksita badd his brother 
to prove the truth of his assertion by l)ecoming a monk himself. 
This Phalguraksita did, but he still insisted upon his brother’s 
going home. His repeated entreaties had thh effect that Arya- 
rak^ita, ip spite of Vajra’s admonition to complete his studies, 
could not overcome his longing to obey his parents. Vajra 
at last permitted him to go, because his intuition told him that 
he should soon die, and with him the knowledge of the complete 
tenth Purva. So Aryaraksita returned to Dai^apura where 
he converted the king and induced his parents and many of his 
relations to enter the order (110-141). 

Once when Vajra wandered about in the Deccan, he had an 
attack of dysentery. To cure it he sent a monk to get some 
dried ginger, which he put behind his ear that he might eat 
it after dinner; but he forgot it colnpletely, till it fell on 
the grotmd when he prepared for rest. His forgetfulness 
alarmed him in such a *degree that he thought the time had
